ADELAY CAUSED BY THE ABSENCE 
OF COUNSEL. 

MESSRS. BLISS AND BREWSTER NOT PRESENT 
IN COURT—COL. INGERSOLL ASES FOR A 
TWO WREKS’ POSTPONEMENT OF THE 
ARGUMENTS—A SATISFACTORY AGREE- 
MENT REACHED. 

W asHINGTON, Oct, 14.—Col. Ingersoll did 
not make his argument in the Criminal Court 
to-day against the information filed in the star 
route cases by the Government, He appeared 
In company with his client and the counsel 
associated with him, and Col. Totten declared 
that they were ready to argue their motion to 
strike the information from the files. Col. 
Cook, for the Government, said that as 
soon as he had received notice of the 
filing of the motion by the defendants, 
he had telegraphed to Mr. Brewster and Col. 
Bliss, and had learned that they could not be 
present in court to-day. He therefore in- 
formed the counsel for the defendants of this 
fact, adding that his associates in New-York 
und Philadelphia would be suited by the 
thoice of next Tuesday or Wednesday as the 
Aay for argument. He had since learned that 
Mr. Brewster: was ill, and that his associates 


preferred Wednesday. ‘The informa- 
tion,” continued Col. Cook, ‘‘ was filled 
Sept. 30. It was five days afterit was filed 
before bail was entered, to wit, on the 5th of 
October. The motion of the defendants was 
only filed on the 11th of October. It was filed, 
therefore, excluding one day, 10 days after 
the information was filed, The argument was 
set down, so faras a day was designated, for 
Friday, and the notice served upon the even- 
ing of the 11th, so that at the utmost, three 
days’ notice was given. Your Honor will observe 
from these chronological facts that there has 
been no delay on the part of the United States. 
It required five days for the defendants to file 
bail. After that necessary act was done, it 
Eppears to have required 10 days to prepare 
their notice. Itis now proposed, upon a brief 
notice of three days, that the United States, in 
n case of this magnitude, shall be pressed into 
anargument, and that it shall be in the ab- 
gence of the two associate counsel.” Having 
asked that the arguments should be postponed 
until Wednesday, he added: ‘I entertain 
very decided doubts as to whether the motion 
ran be entertained at all; whether a paper 
placed upon the files of the court can be 
stricken off or the order rescinded, or whether 
in an information, any more than in an in- 
dictment, it does not become necessary to 
nssail it primarily by a motion to quash or by 
deraurrer.”’ 

The court explained that it had supposed 
Col. Ingersoll eould be heard to-day, and the 
further hearing could then be postponed until 
p day agreed upon by counsel. it was under- 
stood that Col. Ingersoll desired to visit New- 
Mexico at once. 

Col. Ingersoll said he regarded the question 
RS a very important one, not simply to the de- 
fendants, because an important question of 

sractice was to be settled, the question whether 
Grand Juries could be dispensed with and their 
place supplied by the District Attorney and 
such associates as the Government might em- 
joy. It would not be fair, he thought, 
or him to _ present his argument 
representing only one defendant, and 
then allow days, and perhaps weeks, 
‘to pass before the conclusion of the discussion. 
‘He wished to be present and take part in the 
closing argument. He was willing that Col. 
Cook should have a eontinuance, and he would 
Bllow the hearing to be postponed beyond 
‘Wednesday. He would be willing to postpone 
the hearing for two weeks, ‘‘ and in that time,” 
said he, “the gentlemen may be able to 
find some law to support their action.” 
He was going away to-day and would be back 
fn exactly two weeks. ‘‘It would bea great 
favor to me,” said he, ‘‘and certainly the 
Government could lose nothing by it, if this 
hearing could be postponed for two weeks. I 
wish to take part in the discussion, and, unless 
the court sees some good reason for haste, I do 
ot think that any harm could come to the in- 

rests of justice or to the United States by 
pllowing this delay of two weeks.” He would 
make his argument to-day, but only on the 
rondition that all the arguments should be 
made to-day. He would argue the motion to- 
morrow on the same condition, but he was not 
wvilling to make his argument alone and then 
leave the city. ‘ I supposed,” said he, in con- 
clusion, ‘that when gentlemen asked the court 
to violate the practice of a thousand years 
they had all the authorities on the question 
aggregated at the point of the tongue, and 
knew just exactly where they stood. I did not 
fiream that they would ask the court to dosuch 
a thing unless they were prepared.” 

Col. Cook replied that he had suggested only 
ph reasonable delay, until next Wednesday, 
based upon necessary absence of counsel and 
the temporary illness of Mr. Brewster. But, 
if the time specified next week should not be 
fixed, he suggested that the day for argument 
should be left open. He would then consult 
with his absent associates. The time might be 
left open until Col. Ingersol!’s return, two 
weeks hence, and then a day might be fixed, 
*“T beg leave to very kindly assure my 
brother.” said he, ‘‘ that the law has been ex- 
amined and studied by us, and it might not be 
improper for me to kindly suggest tohim that 
\fhe has any doubt about the correctness of 
the law as it is foreshadowed in our informa- 
tion he should be prepared for an intellectual 
pr legal surprise.” 

Col. Ingersoll replied that the proposed ar- 
rangement would suit him, and the court then 
ganctioned this settlement of the question. 


THE SENATE AND ITS WORK. 

& DENIAL BY MR. SHERMAN—CABINET NOMI- 

NATIONS TO BE MADE IN A FEW DAYS. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—In the Senate to- 
fay no public business of importance was 
transacted, the greater portion of the after- 
noon being devoted to courtesies to the French 
nnd German guests, a description of which is 
plsewhere given. Before the closing of the 
floors to consider Executive nominations, Mr. 
Bherman had read at the Clerk’s desk a 
statement from a New-York newspaper, in 
which it was charged that Mr. Sherman was 
instrumental in suppressing the publication of 
B report made by a committee of Treasury 
efficers appointed by Secretary Windom to 
{nvestigate alleged irregularities in the dis- 
bursement of the contingent fund of that de- 


pence while Mr. Sherman was Secretary. 
twas charged in the publication alluded to 
that thé report of the investigating commit- 
tee showed that certain sums of money 
were improperly used to obtain delegates 
to the last Presidential Convention in Mr. 
Sherman’s interest, and that, because of these 
revelations, Mr. Sherman had induced Secre- 
tary Windom to discontinue the investigation 
and suppress the report. Mr. Sherman denied 
the truth of the allegations and offered a reso- 
lution directing the Secretary of the Treasury 
to transmit the evidence collected in the case, 
und the report of the committee, to the Senate. 
Mr. Sherman desired to have nis resolution 
considered immediately, but Mr. Edmunds ob- 
potas. It might be imprudent to make pub- 

ic, at this time, the evidence taken by the 
Jreasury Department Committee, and Mr. 
Edmunds preferred to have time to consider 
the matter. The resolution, therefore, went 
over until to-morrow. 

_ The indications now are that the present ses- 
sion of the Senate will continue until the close 
of the present month. The President will go 
to Yorktown on Monday to attend the eenten- 
nial celebration to be held therenext week, and 
at bis suggestion the Senate will adjourn in 
order that its members may also be present 
npon the occasion. The business which the 
President desires to have the Senate trans- 
act can be disposed of in a few days after the 
Yorktown celebration, and in conversation 
to-day with leading Republican Senators, the 
President intimated that he would nominate 
Cabinet officers upon his return. All the pres- 
ent members of the Cabinet will accompany 
the President to Yorktown, 
meet to-morrow, when most of the nomina- 
tions thus far sent in will be disposed of. No 
pominations of importance were sent in by the 
President to-day.

RECEIVING OUR FOREIGN GUESTS. 

THEY ARE FORMALLY WELCOMED BY THE 
PRESIDENT, THE CABINET, AND THE 
BENATE. 

WasSHINGTON, Oct. 14.—By order of the 
President, the departments were closed at noon 
to-day in honor of the French guests. At an early 
hour people began to gather upon the avenue, and 
at 12:30 all eligible points of observation along the 
route of the procession were occupled. At1 o'clock 
the French guests, accompanied by the French 
Minister and members of the French Legation, and 
the German guests, accompanied by the members 
of the German Legation, took carriages at the 
Arlington Hotel and drove to the State Depart- 
ment, where they were presented to Secretary 


Blaine and the other members of the Cabinet. 
From the State Department the visitors returned 
to the Arlington, where a procession, consisting of 
the District Militia, Uniou veterans, Fire Depart- 
ment, and several civic societies. was in waiting to 
escort them to the Capitol. The sidewalks along 
the line of march were thronged with people, and 
the tri-color was displayed in many stores and 
windows. 

The Capitol, when the procession reached it, was 
surrounded by adense throng of people, but ad- 
mission was denied to all except those who had 
been especialiy invited. At 2 o'clock the Senato 
took a recess, and the Senators proceeded to the 
rotunda to meet the distinguished guests. There 
were few persons present except the Justices of 
the Supreme Court, members of the Senate and 
House, and officers of the Army and Navy. As the 
visitors entered, escorted by the members of the 
Cabinet, they were greeted with applause, which 
was repeated as Secretary Blaine, withdrawing for 
& moment, returned with President Arthur 
leaning on his arm. Secretary Blaine pre- 
sented to the President the French and Ger- 
man Ministers, who, after passing a few 
pleasant words with him, introduced the French 
and German guests. The Army officers, headed by 
Gen. Sherman, then welcomed the visitors, the 
presentation being made by Secretary Lincola. 
Secretary Hunt performed the same pleasant ser- 
vice for the officers of the Navy, who were headed 
by Rear-Admiral Nichols, while the Chief-Justice 
and Associate Justices of the Supreme Court were 
introduced by Attorney-General MacVeagh. This 
terminated the ceremonies, which were very brief 
and informal, and the distinguished foreigners pro- 
ceed to the Senate Chamber, where they were cor- 
dially received by the Senators, who were pre- 
sented to them ina brief speech by Mr. Bayard. 

Immediately after the general reception in the 
rotunda, the German Minister, Mr. von Schloezer, 
had a epecial audience with the President in the 
President’s room at the Capitol. The Minister 
stated that he was charged by the Emperor, by the 
Crown Prince, and afterward, just before his de- 
parture, by Prince Bismarek, to express the deep 
interest and sympathy they had felt in the illness 
of President Garfield, their sorrow on learning of 
his death, and their sympathy with his attlicted 
famiiy andthe Nation inthe hour of their grief. 
The whole German Begone had partaken of 
the sorrow which had made this a sad Sum- 
mer, and the imperial family had watched the 
bulletins each day with anxious and kinualy interest. 
They had charged him emphatically to convey to 
the President a full expression of tnis feeling. The 
President replied that such messages of sympathy 
were deeply appreciated by this Government and 
by all our people in this time of universal grief 
over the sufferings and the untimely death of Presi- 
dent Garfield, and returned to the imperial family 
thanks and assurances of high regard. 

The city to-night is illuminated, and the grounds 
and open spaces south of the State and Treasury 
Departments and the Executive Mansion are 
thronged with people witnessing a brilliant display 
of fire-works at the base of the Washington Monu- 
ment. The French and German visitors are look- 
ing down upon the crowd and the fire-works from 
the balconies on the southern front of the State 
Department. ‘

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IRELAND'S CHIEF AGITATOR

INTENSE EXCITEMENT CAUSED BY 
PARNELL’S ARREST. 

THE DUBLIN POLICE PATROLS AND GUARDS 
TREBLED—EVERY PRECAUTION TAKEN 
AGAINST DISTURBANCES — A REPORT 
THAT THE LEAGUE WILL ATTAOK KIL- 
MAINHAM JAIL—THE ARREST APPROVED 
IN ENGLAND. 

Lonpon, Oct. 14.—A Dublin correspond- 
ent, describing the state of affairs there yes- 
terday, in connection with the arrest of Mr. 
Parnell, says: ‘‘The guards all over the city 
were trebled and the Police patrols doubled. 
Dragoons rode through the streets in all direc- 
tions. Detectives narrowly watched the move- 
ments of the League. A posse of Police occu- 
pied premises close to the League offices, The 
first warrant declares that Mr. Parnell is rea- 
sonably suspected of having, since Sept. 30, 
incited persons not to pay just rents. The 
second warrant charges Mr. Parnell with in- 
timidating persons from applying to the Land 
Court. A special force of foot and horse artil- 
lery has been detached for duty at Kilmain- 
ham Jail.” 

The Dublin Evening Mail says: ‘‘ The 
League has resolved to attack Kilmainham 
Jail. Mr. Forster, Chief Secretary for Ire- 
Jand, was guarded by dragoons in going from 
the castle to his residence.” 

Twenty-five hundred troops of al! arms are 
present at Naas in case of disturbance. At 
the sitting of the Kildare Convention, at Naas, 
yesterday, a telegram from Mr, Parnell was 
read, in which he said: ‘‘I rely upon you as 
true and sterling men. Actasif I were with 
you.” A resolution of sympathy with Mr. 
Parnell was then passed. 

Mr. Parnell on being arrested intimated his 
desire to avoid a demonstration, and to be 
subjected to the same rules as the other pris- 
oners. 

Orders have been received at Limerick to 
confine the troops to their barracks until fur- 
ther orders, as great excitement exists there. 

At the meeting of the Land League Execu- 
tive yesterday Mr. Sexton, the Secretary, 
read a telegram from the League in America 
urging the League fo redouble its exertions. 
Mr. Dillon announced that an indignation 
meeting would be held in the Rotunda on Fri- 
day, (to-day,) the Lord Mayor-elect presiding. 
Mr. Dillon said it was strange that the arrest 
of Mr. Parnell should be preceded by an out- 
burst of passion which had disgusted even Mr. 
Gladstone’s warmest friends in Ireland. He 
said he believed that the most effectual weapon 
which was left to the League to avenge the 
arrest was to continue the organization on ex- 
actly the same lines. A motion was then car- 
ried that the League regards the arrest of Mr. 
Parnell as an act of malignant personal spite 
on tbe partof Mr. Gladstone, and urging the’ 


people to abide by the principles of the recent, 


convention. Mr. Dillon addressed a crowd of 
people outside of the Land League offices after 
the meeting had terminated. He alluded to 
Mr. Parnell’s reception in America. 

The Zimes says: *‘Mr. Gladstone can afford’ 


to disregard the taunt which is certain to be: 
flung at him, that Mr. Parnell’s arrest was due: 


to his offensive personalities. In this new 
rousing of the law there is no fear that the 
Cabinet will not receive hearty and unwaver- 
ing support from every party. Approval in 
the three kingdoms of the arrest is only denied 
here and there by a few associations which 
habitually mistake license for liberty.” 

The United Ireland, the organ ot the Land 
League, publishes an article headed *‘ Parnell 
Garroted,” which states that Saxon cowardice 
has done its worst. 

The Central News states that a warrant has 
been issued for the arrest of Mr. Healy. There 
is great activity among the Irisk organizations 
in London, and circulars are being distributed 
among the local leaders urging the organiza- 
tion of meetings. } 

The Press Association reports that since the 
arrestof Mr. Parnell threatening letters of an 
unusual character have been received by Mr. 
Gladstone and by Sir William V. Harcourt, 
Secretary of State for the Home Department, 

DUBLIN, Oct. 14.—Mr. Joseph P. Quinn, 
Secretary of the Land League and correspond- 
ent of the /rish World, was arrested this 
morning. The charge is ‘intimidating the 
people of Ireland not to pay rent.”

READING COMPANY’S AFFAIRS—BALTIMORE 
AND OHIO EXTENSION. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 14.--Judges McKennan

HMR. WINDOM’S CANDIDACY FOR 
THE SENATE. 
MR, EDGERTON GIVES WAY AND MR. WIN- 
DOM ANNOUNCES HIS DESIRE FOR ELEC- 
TION. 


St. Paun, Minn., Oct. 14.—Mr. Windom 
is going back to the Senate. That fact was 
settled to-day. Mr. Windem announced that 
he would be a candidate before the Min- 
nesota Legislature. The announcement that 
Senator Edgerton withdrew in favor of 
Windom, made simultaneously with that 
of the latter’s authorized candidacy, does 
not change the situation in any ma- 
terial particular. Mr. Windom once a 
candidate his election by the Minnesota 
Legislature is certain as against Edgerton or 
any other candidate or combination of candi- 
dates. There may be a question of Windom’s 
“claims” or even of his fitness for the Senate. 
That is matter of opinion. There is no ques- 
tion of his popularity and strength in Minne- 
sota. That is matter of fact. Before the an- 
nouncement of his candidacy a series of 
newspaper interviews with leading men in all 
parts of the State developed an almost 
unanimous desire to see him return to the 
Senate if he left the Treasury Department. 
The extra session of the Legislature has exist- 
ed only a day or two, and members have so 
far been occupied with other matters; but 
enough has become known to show that no 


opposition to Mr. Windom’s election can make 
head among the Republicans. He may be re- 
elected without the formality of a caucus 
nomination. If there is a caucus it will hardly 
ballot more than once before declaring Mr. 
Windom its nominee. Indeed, there is nobody 
who could oppose Windom with any grace, 
except Edgerton, who has a certain moral 
claim to serve out the term for which he was 
appointed, and which he would certainly 
have filled but for the accident -of this 
extra session. it was even announced 
that Windom recognized this claim and 
deelined to be a _ candidate 
Edgerton. But this was quickly followed by 
the announcement that Edgerton wished to re- 
sign and give place to Windom as soon as the 
President was shot, again when he died, and 
that finally when the coincidence of the extra 
session and the imminent reconstruction of the 
Cabinet seemed to open the way to a change, 
Windom had accepted the offer. 

This amicable arrangement is satisfactory to 
Mr. Windom, to Senator Edgerton, and to the 
people of Minnesota. 


of Congressman Dunnell, chief among whom 


is Congressman Dunnell himself. This capable | 


statesman measured his person for Windom’s 
seat in the Senate many years ago, with the 
resuitant conviction that it was the best possi- 
ble fit, and he has chosen to regard 
every year that he has been prevented 
from practical realization of his ambition as 
an added outrage and personal affront. He 
has been organizing his corps of trained office- 
holders in the First District for 10 years, with 
this endin view, and he has made innumera- 
ble trades and combinations to advance his 
ambition. He brought his forces to the aid of 
the abortive Ramsey movement last Winter, 
and helped nominate Hubbard for Governor 
this Fall in barter for promises of support to 
his Senatorial aspirations. He saw in Win- 
dom’s promotion to the Cabinet a providential 
aid to his designs, a blessed release from fur- 
ther barterings and pipe-laying. He sees in 
Windom’s return to his old seat with added 
fame and popularity the fail of the edifice of 
his hopes, and the assurance of certain delay 
and possible final disappointment to his 
ambitions.

COUNSEL FOR THE MALLBY BOYS REST

THE MADGH BADLY BEATEN. 


VANQUISHED BY THE SHADOW BY OVER 
TWENTY-TWO MINUTES. 

Newport, R. I., Oct. 14.—The Boston yacht 
Shadow to-day beat the Seotch cutter Madge ina 
10-mile race by 22 minutes and 42seconds. The 
wind was north-east by north at the start and blew 
quite fresh.

MAKING READY FOR THE GREA?

ARRANGEMENT OF PHE CAMP FOR THE MIL.

Yorktown, Va., Oct. 14—Under the 
direction of Lieut.-Col. W. P. Craighill, of the 
Engineers, the camps of the Militia at the 
Centennial have been laid out in the order of 
the admission of their several States to the 
Union. Those of Pennsylvania, Connecticut, 
Massachusetts, Maryland, South Carolina, 
and New-Hampshire form one wing. Thea 
comes @ large square for Virginia, which liea 
at a bend of the general line of the Militia 
camps. New-York, North Carolina, Rhod¢ 
Island, Vermont, Kentucky, and Michigan 
follow each other toward Yorktown. Dela 
ware is placed opposite Pennsylvania, 
across Hancock-avenue, with New-Jersey 
next and Georgia opposite, one side of Vir 
ginia. The veterans of the Soldiers’ Home are 
close by, near the bluffs of the York River. 
In front of the Moore House is the Masonia 
camp, and south of this, petween the Masons 
and Veterans, are the regular troops. The 
regulars thus have the right, and are followed 
by the veterans, Georgia, Delaware, &c., iu 
the order given, from right to left. The quar- 
ters for Gen. Hancock are on the crest of the 
bluff, in the camp of the regulars. The grand 
parade ground is about 4,000 feet long and 
1,000 wide, adjoining the Yorktown wing of 
the Militia camps, and separated from the 
bluffs by the reserve of the Centennial Asso-

Theoretically, Militia ought to march to the 
camp, unload material, and pitch tent. This 
is what the Cadets of the Virginia Military 
Institute have done. They are a neat and 
soldierly set of youngsters, wearing an old- 
fashioned cap, with a broad peak coming far 
forward, and a neat gray uniform, modeled 
on Army uniforms of the epoch of the Mexi- 
can war. Their few tents have gone up like 
magic. Practicaily however, Militia eannotde 
this for obvious reasons. They are working 
men, clerks, and merehants. They.cannot be 
expected to have the time or discipline ta 
camp like Cadets or regulars.

YorxrTown, Oct. 12.—All is bustle and 
vociferation at the old wooden piers that give 
access to what is confidently asserted to bethe 
town of York.

It is indeed a sordid soul that 
thinks of beds and beefsteaks when there isa 
panorama almost housed, several photogra- 
phers installed, a cider mill under full blast, 
and printing presses working away under a 
thin canvas awning. So far it is the pano- 
rama which has furnished the tragic incident 
common to scenes of real war. A young car- 
penter fell from the roof and received such 
severe injury that he had to be taken to West 
Point. Itis the first of the casualities, and 
an early one, With all the powder-burning 
that is mow beginning, as a new man-of- 
war rides up to the fleet, it will be 
lucky if the encampment escapes with several 
more mishaps. Fortunately, the Militia is in 
the minority, and will befor some days. By 
the time all the regiments arrive the routine 
of daily camp-life will be settled, and each, as 
it comes in, will fall into the general atmos- 
see of precision and carefulness in the neigh- 
porhood of the regular troops.

States Navy, died very suddenly on board the 
steamer Dispatch, off Yorktown, Va., yesterday af- 
ternoon. He had been in apparent good health up 
to the time of his death. Capt. McCrea was the 
Chief of Admiral Wyman’s staff and the com- 
mander of the Tennessee, the flag-ship of the North 
Atlantic squadron. He was a native of this City, 


He was appointed to the naval service from Wis- 
consin Oct. 16, 1849, and was attached to the sloop 


| Germantown, of the home squadron, from 1850 to 


1853. In 1854 he visited the coast of Africa on the brig 
Perry, and inthe following year was stationed at 
the Naval Academy. He was promoted to the 
rank of Master in September, 1855, and was soon 
afterward assigned to the frigate Congress, of the 
Mediterranean squadron, where he remained 
nearly two years. From 1856 to 1858 he was with 
the sloop John Adams, of the Pacifie squadron. 
The young officer was commissioned a Lieutenant 
in the early part of 1857, and subsequently made 
quite extensive voyages in South American waters, 
He commanded the steamer Jacob Beil, 
of the Potomac flotilla, in 1861, and was 
with the James River flotilla in 1862. Lieut, 
McCres saw considerable active service, and was 
in some very important engagements with rebel 
batteries on the Potomac and James Rivers. 
July 16, 1862, he received his commission as Lieu- 
tenant-Commander, and was in 
steam sloop Lancaster, of the Pacific squadron, up 
to the latter part of 1865. Then he was transferred 
to the steam sloop Canandaigua, of the Euro- 
pean squadron, and remained with that ves- 
sel for about two years. He was commissioned 
Communder May 27, 1867, and from 1869 to 1872 
commanded the steamer Monocacy, of the Asiatic 
Afterward he commanéeéd the iron- 
North Atiantic Station, and 
recently he had been in command of the flag-ship 
Tennessee. He wasa brave and trustworthy offi- 
cer, and bore a very ‘high reputation as a gentle- 
man. He had been in active service for over 20

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WHITE HOUSE DRAINAGE

THE RESULT OF AN OFFICIAL EX- 
AMINATION OF THE BUILDING. 
COL. WARING’S REPORT TO COL. A. 8. ROCK- 

WELL—THE WHOLE SYSTEM OF DRAIN- 
AGE IMPERFECT—IMPORTANT ALTERA- 
TIONS RECOMMENDED—CONGRESS RE- 
QUIRED TO MAKES AN ADEQUATE AP- 

PROPRIATION. 

The Sanitary Engineer of to-day publishes 
the report made by Col. George E, Waring, Jr., to 
Col. A. 8S. Rockwell, in rezgardto the defective 
drainage of the White House. Col. Waring made 
his examination of the Executive Mansion while 
President Garfield was still lying on a sick-bed in 
the building, and the investigation was necessarily 
incomplete, but it was thorough enough to show 
that agreat deal must be done to make the White 
House a safe residence. The present report is pre- 
liminary toa more complete one, which Col. War- 
ing isto make. He says: 

“Not one of the soil-pipes has anything like 
proper ventilation, and more than ono of them has 
no attempt at ventilation whatever; that tho tank 
from which the upper part of the house is supplied 
with water is subject to direct contamination from 
the main soil-pipe and from the ventilator of an 
interior water-closet; that one of tho most im- 
portant water-closets in the house is a pan-closet; 
and that two of the water-closet compartments, 
one of which contains a urinal, are practically 
without ventilation. On the first floor of the house 
(basement) there is a servants’ bath-room contain- 
ing a bath and water-closet, delivering into a hori- 
zontal 6-inch pipe which connects with the onter 
drain, at a point at which there is no means of 
flushing and which has no ventilation of any sort. 
The soil-pipe is too large for proper cleaning by the 
amount of flow which it receives. 

“The sink in the large kitchen adjoining hasa 
trap of such size as to constitute a permanent sess- 
pool, accumulating organic matter and retaining it 
until decomposed. 


Off the landing of the service staircase, between 
the second and third floors, there isan unventi- 
lated compartment containing a water-closet of 
improper construction and in bad condition, to- 
gether with an objectionable urinal. On the third 
floor, adjoining the same staircase and over the 


water-closet just deseribed, there is a water-closet 
of similar construction and not in good condition. 
Its outletis through a 6-inch soil-pipe, delivered at 
right angles into the 10-inch pipe described below, 
and naving no upward ventilation. The ventilation 
of this apartment is through open blind werk in its 
ceiling, connecting its atmosphere with that of the 
room above, which isoecupied by the main water 
supply tank. Adjoining and also opening off the 


8 trap and delivering Independently into the 10-inch 
soil-pipe; over this sink there opens an apparently 
abandoned waste-pipe. 

* Adjoining the staircase hall is the family bath- 
room, which contains two compartments separated 
from each other and from the rest of the room by 
partitions not extending tothe ceiling. The first of 
these contains a bath-tub and wash-bowl and a 
water-closet; the second compartment contains a 
bath-tub only. Both bath-tubs and the wash-bowl 
are reported to deliver by a 2-inch waste-pipe into 
the 10-inch pipe referred to above. The water- 
closet delivers through a 4-inch soil-pipe, which is 
trapped just before its connection with the 10-inch 
pipe. This 4-inch pipe is extended up through the 
roof with the intention of ventilating it, but the 
ventilation has never been made effective by the 
admission of air at its lower end, without which 
no ventilation is possible. Adjoining the same 
staircase, on the next landing, and immediately over 
the water-closet and slop-sink of the second floor 
isa room containing an 1,800-zallon supply tank, 
to which water {s forced by a pump in the base- 
ment, the pressure of the public water supply 
being insufficient to keep it filled. The apartment 
in which this tank stands is practically a water- 
closet, inasmuch as it receives through an opening 
in its foor the only ventilation of the closet below. 
In addition to this, the tank is connected by a 
large overfiow-pipe with a 10-inch pipe receiving 
all of the water-closets, bath-tubs, and sinks above 
described, except the sink in the family kitchen. 
The tree diseharge of filth thus delivered is pre- 
vented by one or more traps in the corner of the 
sewer to which the 10-inch pipe leads. The pine 
itself is ventilated in no adequate manner. As it 
receives the water of the entire roof, it must be 
thoroughly cleansed at each heavy rain-fall, but 
during the intervals between considerable storms 
it must be the seat of very considerable foul or- 
ganic decomposition. Theend of the overfiow- 
pipe which extendsinto the tank has a very slight 
water seal, which is of some service when filled; 
but it is doubtful whether it frequently receives 
water, and its seal must be soon broken by evapo- 
ration, It is also subject to belug emptied by 
siphonage whenever much roof-water is delivered 
to the large pipe. 

“In the south-west room of the house, the one 
; adjoining that in which the President lay, ap- 

proached only from that room, an apartment has 

been cut off by a wooden partition which cona- 

tains a bath-tub and wash-bowl and water-closet, 
} (a pancloset.) This water-closet delivers into a 
soll-pipe which runs horizontally for some distance, 
and then passes along the west wall of the house 
to the basement floor, where it turns tothe west 
and connects with the sewer outside of the house.

template. M. Gambetta will have the option of 
either forming a Cabinet from his immediate sup- 
porters, and trusting thereby to command the sup- 
port of the great central mass of the Republican 
Party. or of forming a ** Broad Bottom”’ adminis- 
tration representing all sections of that party. 
There are obvious reasons why he should prefer 
the latter course, but it is impossible to foresee 
whether they will or will not be overborne 
by the ambition of his lieutenants or by 
the way in which M. Ferry is ousted. If the 
bulk of the Moderate Left cling to the latter to 
the last momeat, they may virtuully exeluds them- 
selves from a sharein the new Ministry by becom- 
ing beforehand a kind of Opposition. M. Gambet- 
ta would, in that case, be forced to lean on the 
Inost advanced section of the Republican Union, 
But, however this may be, ho will be free to form 
a Ministry of his own choice, and will have the full 
latitude enjoyed by an Engiish Premier. It will, 
theretore, be his own fault if the Cabinet is not 
more homogeneous than any former Ministry or 
if it proves deficient in administrative ability.

FIRE’S WORK IN SAN FRANCISCO. 

San Francisco, Oct, 14.—About 3:30 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon fire broke out in Upstone’s 
blaeksmith shop im Spear-street, between Mission 
and Howard streets, and almost instantly com- 
municated to the California Planing Mill, at the 
corner of Howard-street.

ART AT GRACE OHURCH. 


——— 
ANOTHER HANDSOME MEMORIAL WINDOW 


PLACED IN THE EDIFICE. 

Grace Church has become noted among our 
Metropolitan places of worship for the number and 
beauty of its stained windows, which now embrace 
some of the most artistic creations in religious alle- 
gory, legend, and real history that itis possible to 
tellin colored panes. The east window, which 
Was constructed from a design furnished by Mr. 
James Renwick, and belongs to the decorated 
or middle period of the Gothic style that 


prevailed in England during the reign of 
Edward I, is perhaps the most. elaborate 
piece of ornamentation that strikes the observer's 
eye onentering the church. It measures, from 
sill to apex, 3344 feet, and from mulilion to mullion 
16 feet. It is divided into five lights, the first and 
second andthe fourth and fifth being inclosed, re- 
spectively, within the continuing arches that sup- 
port the marigold group of openings in the tracery. 
The third light, which is beneath the great circle at 
the head of the window, is wider than its neigh- 
bor, and thus the central features of the 
whole window, both in the lower jights 
and in the tracery at its head, are 
very pronounced. ‘The subject is taken from 
“Te Deum,” and tells the story, ina series of fig: 
ures on glass, of the final triumph of the Church, 
In the centre light, our Lord in majesty is seated 
in the midst of the aureola in the form of the vesica 
piscis, within tne margin of which are interposed 
the wings of angels, forming a beautiful border for 
the picture.

The side lights are filled with figures of the 
prophets, the Apostles, and the early martyrs, and 
the marigold in the centre with a representation of 
the glorification of the Lamb of God, who is sur- 
rounded by angels. The coloring is very rich and 
deep, and the general effect is exceedingly bril- 
Hant. As the design isin harmony with that of the 
reredos, with which itis in intimate relation, the 
artistic result is one of perfect beauty. 

The new memorial window which was put iz 
place on Thursday, and forms the most recent ad- 
dition to the attractions of this beautiful interior, 
igs scarcely comparable with that just de 
seribed in elaboration of design or grandeur 
of execution, but tells the simple Biblicai 
narrative of Joseph and Benjamin with a 
quaintness of which only art in stained glass is ca, 
pable. It is the gift of Mr.and Mrs. R. B. Sher: 
man, in memory of George Collins, Georgiana, and 
Catherine Amelia Sherman, the deceased children 
of the donors. It occupies a section of the north- 
ern wall of the building. The subjeet portrays the 
beauty of fraternal affection and the final triumph 
of right and justice. The western light, beneath 
the legend, ‘‘ The Lord was with Joseph,” repre- 
sents the exiled son of Jacob dressed In the cos 
tume of ancient Egypt. The right hand rests 
upon an antique table, behind which are sacks oi 
corn, while the left hand points menacingly to Ben- 
jamin, who is represented upon the adjoining pane, 
The face of Joseph is calm, stern, and impassioned, 
with an undertone of suppressed feeling which the 
artist has happily caught and interpreted. Upon 
the adjoining pane, clad in his peasant’s dress and 
holding his shepherd’s crook in his hand, the 
abashed and convicted brother stands cowering

and the stolen cup conspicuously displayed. Above 
his head are the words: ‘“ His father loyeth bim.” 
But the legends are scarcely essential to the in 
terpretation of the story, so admirably is the 
confusion of the accused portrayed in the expres- 
sion of his face and in the pose of his figure. The 
two remaining panes tell other sections of the 
story. Inthe one, Pharaoh is represented sitting 
upon his throne, (whose base is covered with hiero: 
glyphic inscriptions,) while Joseph interprets hig

COMMUNISM RAISING 17S HEAD. 
—_— —»—--- 
MEETINGS IN PARIS AT WHICH PAST CRIMES 
WERE GLORIED IN. 
Paris Dispatch to the London Standard of Oct, 3. 
There can be no disguising the fact that tha 
Communist Party are once more raising their 
heads, and that, too, in a most audacious way. 
Two meetings have just been held in Paris, in the 
course cf which the misereants who carried out 
the sanguinary insurrection of 1871 gloried in thetr 
erime before large and approving ardiences. The 
first of these gatherings, which was a most uproari- 
ous one, took place on Friday night at the Elysée, 
Montmartre, a place frequented by the lower 
classes. About 2,000 persous of the genuine red 
type met there to pass Jjudgmentona difference be- 
tween M. Malon, an ex-member of the Commune, 
and Lieut. Luilier, for some time Commander-in- 
Chief of the military forceain Paris. The former 
recently formulated against Lieut. Lullier a charge, 
which had been gradually acquiring consistency 
among his former friends, of haying betrayed the 
Commune in various ways when at the head of its 
troops, Tho accused denied the charge, and 4 
jury of honor was appointed, half of the members 
being partisans of M, Malon and half friends of 
Lieut. Luilicr. Being unable to agree, they sum- 
moned the meeting in question to decide the 
points at sue. The great majority present were 
evidently in favor of M. Malon, and Lieut. Luilies 
had a very sorry time of it. After much prelimi- 
nary noise and confusion, Lieut. Lullier was ac 
eused of having sold his men to M. Thiers for 
2,000f. ** Vous mentez /”’ exclaimed the accused. “A 
bas le treitre/” rejoined the audience. Great tu- 
mult followed, inthe midst of which Citoyen Au 
theimoe got upto defend Lullier, but the audience 
refused to listen to him, and insisted om the ac- 
cused doing his own work. 
g ai 
Lieut. Luilier, white with rage, mounted the 
platform, when he wag at once assailed with hiss. 
ing and hooting. He denied the charges. Citoyen 
Hiumbert,*‘ of Pére Dachéne notoriety. then eame 
forward and eompileted the condemnation of the 
defendant. Lullier happened tosmile while Citoyen 
Humbert Was summing up egainst nim. * Orachea 
fut d la fiqure,”’ cried out several voices. Eventually 
a resolution was unanimously passed to the effect 
that Lieut. Lullier was found guilty and held upto 
the contempt of all Republicans. Ar indeseribaple 
scene now ensued: the audience rushed on to tha 
platform and shook their fists at Luilier, who sat 
with folded arms and dumb with indignation. Hig 
friends, fearing bioodshed, interposed and man- 
aged to get him out of the room by a back door. 
Meanwhile the meeting broke up, and gathered 
outside in the hope of lynching Lullier as he left; 
but on learning he had eluded them, they were 
forced to forego that pleasure. $ 
The second meeting took piace this afternoon in 
the Saile Rivoli, It was organized by the Revolu- 
tionary Committees of Paris and the suburbs, who, 
dissatisfied with the manner in which the Algerian 
and Tunisian affairs are being concluded, want ta 
impeach the Government. The reom was decked 
with Haming red flags and escutchecns bearing the 
names of Flourens, Ferre, Higault, and other Com- 
munist ieaders. Severa! violent speeches were de- 
livered. The members of the Cabinet were called 
** miserables,” ** escrocs,”” ** assassins,’’ and the like. 
M. Gambetta, of course, came in fora good share 
of abuse. Hao was described as the prime cause of 
everything, and should be got rid of, First they 
would try peaceful means, but if they fail, then re. 
course must be had to revolution. At length, the 
speakers having exhausted their vocabulary of 
abuse, it was resolved that *‘a great popular meet 
ing De organized to impeach the Ministers, whe 
are traitors and pecuiators.”’

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GUITEAU TAKEN TO COURT 


—_—_~-——— 


HE PLEADS NOT GUILTY TO THE 
CHARGE OF MURDER. 


THE COURT ASKED TO SUMMON WITNESSES 
AND PAY THEIR EXPENSES ON THR AS- 
BARSIN’S PEHALF—QUESTIONS OF JURIB8- 
DICTION, INSANITY, AND MALPRACTICE 
TO BE RAISED BY THE DEFENSE—THE 
TRIAL FIXED PEREMPTORILY FOR NOY, 7. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—There was a very 
large attendance this morning in the Criminal 
Court room, attracted partly by the impression 
that the arraignment of Guiteau would take place 
and partiy by the announcement that the argu- 
ment im the star route cases would be opened by 
Mr. Robert G. Ingersoll. After the withdrawal of 
the counsel in the star route case, it became 
known that’ the arraignment of Guiteau was cer- 
taialy to take place, and most of the spectators re- 
mained, and a very intense feeling of curiosity and 
interest was manifested. There was no unusual 
force of Police In er about the court-room, al- 
though there were a large number of detectives 
present in citizens’ clothes. For more than half an 
hour business was suspended, awaiting the intro- 
duction of the prisoner. Judge Cox and District 
Attorney Corkhill were occasionally engaged in 
consultation, and everything betokened prepara- 
tion for the scene which was about to take place. 

At 11:15 o’clock, Mr. Scoville, counsel for the 
prisoner, entered and took a seat at the lawyers’ 
table, and immediately afterwards the door of the 
witness-room was opened, and Marshal Henry ard 
two Deputies entered, having between them and 
hustling along the bowed and cowering figure of a 
man, for whom they made way to the seat reserved 
for beside his counsel. Then one of the 
guards unlocked the handcuffs, giving the prisoner 
the use of his hands, which he continued, however, 
to hold crossed, as if that was their usual position. 
Guiteau looked broken in health and uncared-for 
in person. His hair was closely cropped. His 
beard was thick, not leng. His dark clothes 
were rusty and shabby, and his whole person pre- 
scnuied a miserably neglected appearance. 

After the excitement attending Guiteau’s en- 
trance had subsided, District Attorney Corkhill, 
addressing the Judge, said: ‘The Grand Jury of 
the District of Columbia has indicted Charles J. 
Guiteau for the murder of James A. Garfield. The 
prisoner is in court. I ask that he be arraigned 
and required to plead to the indictment.’ 

The prisoner was ordered to stand up, and, ina 

languid manuer, obeyed. 

‘The Clerk— Is your name Charlies J. Guiteau? 

The prisoner assented by a nod. 

The clerk then proceeded to read th ne indictment, 
the prisener standing up with his head most of the 
time inciined to the right shoulder, his eyes half 
closed or wholly so, his hands crossed over his 
stomach, as if they still wore the hand-cuffs, and 
his general air that of sickly indifference. The 
reading occupied nearly half an hour, and during 
alithat time Guiteau hardly changed his attitude 
or bearing and rarely opened his eyes, He did not 
manifest the slig degree of interest in the 
scene in which he was the chief actor. 

Upon the conclusion of the reading of the in- 
dictment the Clerk, addressing the prisoner, said: 
‘*What say rou to this indictment, guilty or not 
guilty?” 

The prisoner fumbled in his waistcoat pocket and 
drew out asoiled and crumpled serap of paper. 

The District Attorney (imperatively)—Enter your 
plea of guilty or not guilty. 

The Pris soner —I enter a plea of not guilty, if 
your Honor please, and I desire to make a state- 
ment. 

The Court—At some other time. 
be ap propriate just now. Sit down 

The prisoner thereupon took his seat. 

Tre District t Attorney—In this Case I ask that the 
trial be set d ove. for next Monday morning per- 
emptorily. The Government is ready for trial now. 

Mr. Se oville—I appear here for the defendant at

are Various Witnesses Wkose evidence is material 
for the prisoner’s defense, and without which he 
cannot safely go to tria!; that the names and resi- 
dences of such witnesses, and the facts that can 
be proved by them, severally, ara all known to the 
affiant's counsel, and are only known ip part by 
the afiiant; that he hasno money nor property, 
and is unable to pay the fees or mileage of wit- 
pesses, or the cost of summoning them, Te, 
therefore, prays that the court shall allow such 
witnesses on his behalfas may be shown by the 
affidavit of counselto be necessary, the fees and 
costs to be paid in such manner as those of Goy- 
ernment witnesses are paid, 

Mr. Scoville then read the affidavit made by him- 
relf. Itstates that, besides the points of law that 
may be made, the defense will consist of two points: 
First, the insanity of the defendant, and, second, 
that the wound was not necessarily mortal and wes 
not the cause of President Garfield’s death. The 
affiant had endeavored to obtain the names and 
residences of witnesses for the defense to rove 
material facts on the question of insanity, but had 
been unable to do so, because the defendant did 
not seem to understand, and reiused to 
acknowledge, the effect of the common and 
established rules of evidence in such cases. 
frig believes this difficulty to arise 
from the very fact which such evidence 
would prove, to wit, the defendant’s insanity, and 
yet he knews of no means to overcome it. For 
that reason chiefly the affidavit of the affiant be- 
eame necessary in the case, He furtker says that 
since he was employed in the case, 10days ago, he 
bas done what he could to prepare for trial, and 
especially has he made such inquiries as he was 
able to make to find witnesses for the defense. He 
further says that the names and residences of such 
witnesses are as follows: John M. Guiteau, of 
New-York; G. A. Parker, William J. Maynard, 
Francis W. S. Browley, Orson W. Goyt, and 
Frances M. Scoville, of Chicago. The affiant ex- 
pects to prove by these witnesses the defendant’s 
tendency to hereditary insanity, not only by his 
pwn conduct,‘ but by establishing, first, that D. W. 
Guiteau, a brother of the defendant's father. was 
insane and died in aninsane asylum in New-York 
many years ago; second, that Augustus Parker, a 
2ousin of the defendant, a son of his father’s sister, 
‘vas insane and died four years ago in an insane 
asylum in Cook County, lll.: third, that another 
cousin of the defendant, Abbie Maynard, daughter 
of another sister of the defendant’s father, has 
been insane for many years and Js now confined in 
an insane asylum in Michigan; and, fourth, that 
Luther W. Guiteau, father of the defendant, wasa 
monomaniac on the subject of religion for many 
years. The affiant further says that he expects to 
prove the actual insanity of the defendant himself 
on different occasions by B. G. Scoville and 
asorge T. Burrows, of Chicago; John UH. 
Noyes, of Niagara Falls; John A. Riee, of 
Waukesha, Wis. and wa Mr. Bradley, of 
Chicago. The affic aot further says that he expects 
to prove byaMr. Foss, of Dover, N. H., that he 
was present at the time and place of the shooting, 
saw the cefendant and heard what he said, and 
that the defendant’s acts and words on that occa- 
sion showed unmistakably that he was insane. 
The affiant further says thatit isimportant and 
necessary for the defense te have the testimony of 
experts on the subject of insanity in addition to 
witnesses of facts, and that he expeets to prove 
that the aefendant was insane at the time of the 
shooting by the testimony of the following: named 
medical witnesses: Drs. McDonald and Fitch, 
of the insane asylum on Ward’s Island, 
New-York: Dr. Bradner, late of the Penn- 
sylvania Hospital for the Insane in the 
city of Philadelphia, and Dr, Sprague, in 
charge of the Cook County (Ill.) Asylum for the In- 

ane. The affiant also expects to prove by the follow- 
Ing-named competent medical experts— William 
A. Hammond, of New-York; J. Marion Sims, of 
New-York; Moses Gunn, of Chicago, and E dmund 
Andrews, ot Chicago—that the wound was not 
necessarily iatal, and was not of itself the cause of 
the death of James A. Garfield, but that the death 
ensued as the result of malpractice of the principal 
physician in charge of the wounded man. The 
effiant has reason to believe and does believe tbat 
there are other and material witnesses for the de- 
fense, Whoso names and residences are at present 
anknown to him, on the question of insanity; that 
thus far the affiant has not been able 
to obtain isformation from the defendant 
himself or otherwise with any particularity 
as to where he has been or as to the 
persons with whom hes has associated for some 
years past, 80 as to know whom to callas witnesses; 
out the afiant believes that upon further inquiry 
and within 30 days he can ascertain the names and 
residences of many such witnesses, whose testi- 
mony will be very material. The affiant believes 
that as many witnesses will be necessary on the 
part of the defense as appear on the list of wit- 
nesses for the prosecution, to wit, 44, and the 
court is respectfully asked to make aa order allow- 
ing any number of witnesses not exceeding 44, to 
be subpcenaed on the part of the defendant as his 
eounsel may from time te time deem necessary.

The affidavit having been read, Mr. Scoville said: 
“T have endeavored, under the instructions of the 

efendant, to secure competent counsel to attend 
to his defense. I am, myself, not familiar with 
criminal law or criminal practice, and would not 

feel competent to take upon myself the defense. I 
bave acted alone thus far, merely from the force of 
circumstances. As soon as application was made 
to me to act for the de fendant, and in accordance 
with his request. I asked Mr. ‘Emery A. Storrs, of 
Chicago, a gentieman conversant with criminal 
law, to undertake the defense. Mr. Storrs said 
that his engagements were such that it would not

it which the importance of the case demanded. 
{next applied to Mr. Richard T. Merrick, 
of this city, and received substantially the 
fame answer. Mr. Merrick, however, kindly con- 
seuted, in case the question of jurisdiction should 
be raised. to argue that branch of the case to the 
court, but he said that beyond that his engage- 
ments would not permit him to take an active part 
in the defense. I next, under the instructions o7 
the defendant, applied to Mr. Benjamin F. Butler, 
of Boston, but. imy impression is that the letter ad- 
dressed to him must have miscarried.

In regard to the witnesses and the facts, 
I have stated them in the affidavit as fully as ] am 
at present informed. The court will readily per- 
ceive that it is of the utmost importance, not only 
to the prisoner himself but to the public at lar e 
that the prisoner should be well represented in 
defense. It seems to me to be utterly impract ro 
ble that the trial should take place next week. If 
Gen. Butler should decline to appear in the case, 
it would be proper for the prisoner himself to indi- 
cate to the court his choice of counsel.” 

Mr. Seovilie then proceeded to discuss the ques- 
tion of procuring the attendance of witnesses from 
abroad and having their expenses paid by the Goy- 
ernment. He claimed that under the statute the 
question was one entirely under the discretion of 
the court. Hesaid: ‘‘As yet I am alone in this 
matter. I have no one to help me, not evenaclerk 
to prepare and copy papers, This work of, getting 
up evidence, looking up witnesses and subpoenaing 
them, all devolves upon myself. All thatI ask is 
that such action may be taken by the court as will 
enable me to get witnesses for the defense into 
court. On some of the questions stated in the affi- 
davit Iam perfectly willing to take depositions of 
the witnesses—as, for instance, in proof of the 
allegation that certain members of the Guiteau 
family became insane and died in aninsane asylum. 
These facts are easily proved by depositions without 
subjecting the Government to the cost of bringing 
the witnesses here. But in another class of testi- 
mony, where it rests upon the opinions and con- 
clusions of the witnesses from certain circum- 
stances, it may be very important, as the court 
will see, to have the witnesses here for examina- 
tion and cross-examination, so that the facts and 
circumstances, as detailed, may be inquired into 
more fully than they could possibly be on written 
interrogatories. That class of witnesses, as well as 
experts, the value of whose testimony would rest 
a great deal upon the examination and cross-exam- 
ination to which they would be subjected before a 
jury, should be all in personal attendance on the 
trial. A fair trial cannot be had in any other 
way. That is the reason why I ask the court 
to issue an order to allow the expenses of 
such witnesses and to give me_ sufficient 
time to penne the defense. As to the 
time required, I do not wish to suggest it at pre- 
sent. I would much prefer that the District Attor- 
ney would be sufficiently liberal in the matter, so 
that no question would be raised, There are cer- 
tain indictments on the docket which are ahead of 
this case, some of them rather important ones, 
and which can in the meantime be tried to advan- 
tage. I believe the star route cases are ahead of it. 

. This @efendant can lie in jailfor a few weeks long- 
er without harm te himself or to the Government. 
At the same time I want the court to understand 
that there is no disposition, so faras! am _ con- 
cerned, to postpone the trial. In fact, I wish it 
disposed of just as soonasitcan be done with 
justiee to the defendant, and so as to secure a fair 
and impartia! trial.’ 


The District Attorney—My own judgment about 
the matter, independent of the circumstances sur- 
rounding the case, is that the trial ought to take 
place immediately, or as goon as possible. The 
Government is ready for trial to-day and wi ll be 
ready on Monday next. The trial should not be 
unduly postponed. Itis true that the gentler nan 
representing the prisoner has only been actually 
engaged in the case for a cou ple of weeks, but it is 
equally true that he has been familiar with the case 
all the time, and visited the prisoner within three 
or four days after the shooting. Although he may 
not buve expected at that time to appear as his 
counsel, still he has had that length of time to ‘thir ik 
the matter over, and he does not, therefore, stand 
in the same relations to the case in which a lawyer 
would staud on being assigned by the court 
for the first time to the defense of a criminal. 
If that duty had been imposed by the court on a 
member of the Bar who was not familiar with the 
facts of the case, or with tbe defendant,I should 
feel it my duty to be more libera) than I can possi- 
biy consent to be with the counsel now present. 
He occupies the double eapac ity of counse! and of 

n relative. Heis thus enabled to know definitely, 
as much as any man can possit Ny know, about the 
his story of the prisoner’s life. Your Honor will 
readily see that counsel ca n tell to-day what wit- 
nesses should be summoned on the question of in- 
sanity. He probably knew a month ago what wit- 
nesses ought to be summoned. ‘The defense 
has foreshadowed three points in this case— 
first, the question of law relating to juri 
diction; second, the question of the irresponsil 
of this man on account of insanity ; — third, 
that the death ot James A. Garfield was occa- 
sioned by malpractice on the part of the physi- 
cians who attended him, The law igs extremely 
liberal to persons accused of crime, and at present 
the law is more liberal than it ever was. In fact, 
the liberality of the law kas gone so far that it has 
almost interfered w ith the proper punishment of 
criminals. But the lawhas never gone so far as 
your Honor is now asked to extendit. The law 
provides that the prisoner shall have the process of 
the court to compel the attendance of witnesses.

SELLING A WIFE FOR FUN 


THE SERIOUS PHASE OF EDWARD 
A. LAUVEN’S LITTLE JOKE. 

MR8. LAUTEN INSISTS ON LIVING WITH HER 
PURCHASER—DIVORCE PROCEEDINGS IN- 
STITUTED BY THE HUSBAND. 


After a married life of 25 years, Edward A. 
and Mary E. Lauten are pariies toa suit for abso- 
lute divorce, in whieh the latter isthe defendant. 
The circumstances of the suit are pecullar. It was 
begun inthe Supreme Court in August, and was 
sent toa Referee for trial. Mrs. Lauten did not 
appear before the Referee, and he rendered a re- 
port in favor of the plaintiff, having found that 
Mrs. Lauten was guilty of wrong-doing in the com- 
pany of Ferdinand Jansen. Before the Referee’s 
report was presented to the corrt torconfirmation, 
Mrs. Lauten'’s coungel, Mr. F. 8. Kahn, moved be- 
fore Judge Barrett, in Supreme Court, Cham- 
bers, to set aside all the proceedings 
previously had in the ease, and to allow her to put 
in ananswer. Inher affidavit Mrs. Lauten admit- 
ted that she had acted as she was charged with act- 
ing with Jansen, but asserted that her husband 
connived at her acts. In explanation of her state- 
tent she said that in June last her husband sold 
her to Ferdinand Jansen for $1, and she presented 


to the court the contracts, of which the following 


are copies: 
Mowust VERNON, June 3, 1881. 

I, Mary Lauten, of this piace, heretofore the wife of 
Edward A. L auten, consent to be sold to F. Jansen for 
tne consideration of $1 iegal money. 

MARY E. LAUTEN, 

Received of F. Jansen $1 consideration money, for 
which I transfer all my rights t to said Mary i. Lauten.

t was also asserted by Mrs. Lauten that her hus- 
band condoned her offenses with Jansen. ‘The 
motion to open the default of Mrs. Lauten and allow 
her to defend herself in the suit was opposed by 
Mr. George F. Langbein, Lauten’s counsel. He 
presented an affidavit in which Lauten declared 
that the sale ot his wife to Jansen was 
a joke and not a means' by which 
he connived at acts dishonoring him and 
his family. He averred that one Sunday in June 
Jansen, while sitting upon the veranda of his 
house at Mount Vernon with him and his family, 
said that he had read in a newspaper a story ofa 
man in the West who sold his wife tor $1 50. While 
his hearers were laughing at the tale, Jansen, a ep: 
parently in jest, turned to him (Lauten) and saic 
‘**T will give you 50 cents for your wife.’ Lauten 
answered, laughingly, ** That is not enougn; make 
ita dollar.’ Mrs, Lauten listened to the remarks 
with great earnestness, and then said to her hus- 
band: “*I wanttosee whether you are man enough 
to sell me fora dollar.” Saying this, she arose and 
ran hurriedly up stairs, from where she returned 
with writing materials. Jansen, stili laughing, said 
he wanted a written eontract, and Lauten wrote 
out the bill of sale, his children looking on and 
laughing with him. Jansen teok the paper, 
and when asked to return it, made excuses. 
Having learned that hia wife and Jansen 
had staid together for three days as man and 
wife at Farmingdale, Long Island, Lanien consult- 
ed Lawyer Langbein about procuring a divorce, 

id was advised, in order to save the good name 
a his family, to separate from his wife, hut to 
allow ker to live in his house on condition that she 
would not again consort with Jansen. Mrs. Lanten 
was taken, to the lawyer's office to ratify an agree- 
ment of separation, and she there said she

It is of the highest pub- 
lic concern that the very impudent set of 
conspirators who have robbed the Govern- 
ment by means of star route contracts 
should be brought to trial with all possible 
speed. The moral weight of these prosecu- 
tions, if nothing else, will be frittered away 
by interminable delays. 


The squabble among the Virginia poli- 
ticiafs over the so-called Blair letters is 
even more mean and vile than any part of 
the Morey letter controversy. W. Leicu 
Wruson printed letters alleged to have been 
written to him by Franx 8. Buiartr, Read- 
juster candidate for Attorney-General. In 
those letters the writer spoke contemptuous- 
ly of the colored voters. Barr denied that 
he wrote the letters. WuLson rejoined that 
Buarr did write the letters, and that he, 
Witson, had more of the same sort. Next, 
Witson, in a published card, acknowledged 
that the letters were a forgery, and that 
GrorcE D. Wiss, Democratic Congress- 
man-elect, and Mr. Danren, Democratic 
candidate for Governor, had made use of 
him, (Wrison,) while he was drunk, to dis- 
seminate the forgery. Then the friends of 
Wise and Danret published a statement 
that RIDDLEBERGER and others extorted 
the so-called ‘‘confession’’ from Wu.son 
while he was drunk.

The 
only clear bit of truth that has been brought 
out of this vulgar clamor is that W. Leicu 
Wiuxson is frequently drunk.

If the people of Brooklyn do not elect a 
good Mayor this year it will not be for Jack 
of candidates to choose from. The anti- 
ring Democracy is first in the field with the 
very respectable name of Gen. SLocum; an 
alleged ‘‘ citizens’ nomination’’ has been ten- 
dered to and accepted by the present incum- 
bent, Mayor HoweE.u, and that gentleman 
evidently looks for the party nomination at 
the hands of the McLaughlin Democrats. A 
movement of representative citizens, with- 
out distinction of party, is on foot to induce 
Mr. Rretey Ropes to accept a nomination, 
and Mr. B. F. Tracy is said to be in the 
field as a candidate for the regular 
Republican nomination, If the Republican 
managers lend themselves to Mr. Tracy’s 
candidacy it can only be as an aid to the re- 
election of HowE.t and with a view to the 
sharing of the spoils of office with the 
McLaughlin ring. It is to be hoped the 
Republican voters will refuse to be led into 
any such trap. No Republican can desire a 
more worthy candidate than Mr. RipLey 
Ropgs, and no citizen of eithe? party who 
has a stake in the good government of 
Brooklyn could support a man of purer 
character and more absolutely beyond the 
reach of political dictation, to wield the very 
extensive powers now devolving on the chief 
executive officer of the city. 


PARTIES AND THE RAILROAD 
QUESTION. 

It is asignificant recognition of the de- 
mands of public sentiment that both political 
parties in their recent conventions were con- 
strained to declare themselves in favor of the 
regulation and supervision of railroad trans- 
portation by authority of the State. The 
last_resolution of the Republican platform, 
as reported by the committee, was some- 
what vague and equivocal in declaring op- 
position to “‘ all monopolies that oppress the 
people or unfairly discriminate against local 
interests.’? This is a statement from which 
no one can dissent without acknowledging 
himself in favor of oppression and injustice, 
though it seems at the first glance to have 
some positive virtue in it. It would cer- 
tainly be a very bold and reckless political 
party that would openly declare itself in 
favor of anything that oppressed the 
people or discriminated ‘‘unfairly’’ against 
anybody. But a vigilant delegate who 
believed in declarations on _ practical 
questions which mean something proposed & 


resolution in favor of ‘‘a Railroad Commis- 
sion to represent, within proper limits, the 
State of New-York in its dealings with rail- 
roads and to protect the interests of the pea- 
ple of this State as affected by them.’’ This 


was added to the platform, and distinctly 
pledges the Republican Party to the policy 


of State supervision. The unfaithfulness of 
itsrepresentatives in the last Senate gave the 
Democrats an opportunity to denounce the 
party itself and to declare it responsible for 


the defeat of ‘‘every measure of transporta- 


tion reform.” It cannot afford to tolerate 


any further exhibition of such unfaithfulness. 
In point of fact, the party was in favor of 
the reform, and the efforts made to promote 
it came chiefly from Republicans in the 
Legislature. While the Democrats now put 


forth claims of superior virtue, they have 


made no record on the subject as a party 
and given no evidence that they would have 
done anything if the majority had been on 
their side. 


Democratic interest in this subject is of 
recent date. Since the Anti-Monopoly League 


began its agitation certain men with a turn 


for demagoguery have conceived the idea 
that there might be political capital in oppo- 
sition to ‘‘monopolies’’ and ‘‘ moneyed cor- 
porations.’”?’ JoHnN KELLY was one of the 


first to meet the advances of Mr. TxHur- 
per, and he promptly pledged Tam- 


many Hall to the cause of ‘‘anti- 
monopoly”’ in the hope.thereby of catching 
the breeze of popular favor. The same 
spirit showed itself in the State Convention 
at Albany. The temporary Chairman in 
his remarkable oratorical effort reminded 
the delegates of their duty to declare ‘“ un- 
swerving opposition to monopolies of every 
kind, which are fast usurping the rights 
and prerogatives of the people.’ The plat- 
form pledged the party to the ‘‘ adoption 


of measures , to _ restrict . the . growing 


2 eso. 
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power of such monopolies.’’ What these 
measures should be is indicated in the 
statements that the monopolies—railroad 
corporations bemg apparently meant there. 
by—‘‘should be subject to the supervision of 
Commissioners established by public author- 
ity,’ and that ‘“‘unjust discriminations in 
the transportation of passengers and mer- 
chandise should be prohibited.’?” Thus we 
have both parties pledged to the establish- 
ment of a Railroad Commission, and, either 
expressly or by implication, to the prohibi- 
tion of such discriminations as work injus- 
tice to individuals or communities. This 
covers substantially the railroad policy for 
which we have been contending so long. 


But in the declarations of the Democratic 
convention and of ‘‘ anti-monopolists’”’ gen- 
erally there isa tone and spirit that savors 
too much of demagogism. As we have 
heretofore pointed out, the word ‘‘ monop- 
oly’’ is used overmuch and in a misleading 
sense. While railroads are necessarily in 
the position of enjoying certain special priv- 


ileges that carry responsibilities to the pub-: 


lic with them, and while the circum- 
stances and conditions of their business 
make them in a measure free from the pres- 
sure of competition, they are in no proper 
sense monopolies, nor should they be the 
objects of popular hostility. Their privi- 
leges are necessary to the successful prose- 
cution of their business, which is one of vast 
importance to the public. They should be 
held to their responsibilities and be com- 
pelled to recognize the principles of equity 
which it is the function of the State to en- 
force in behalf of its citizens, but no policy 
should be adopted which is calculated 
to cripple them or interfere with that 
freedom of management which is essential 
to the successful conduct of business. It is 
equally ‘“‘from the purpose’’ to denounce 
corporations, ‘‘moneyed’’ or otherwise. 
The aggregation of capital by means of 
chartered associations is necessary to the 
successful prosecution of the great enter- 
prises of modern industry. They serve a 
beneficent purpose, and should not be re- 
stricted in the legitimate use of their powers, 
though they should be prevented from abus- 
ing them. 

The somewhat intemperate and ‘ill-con- 
sidered language of so-called anti-monopo- 
lists has threatened to compromise the cause 
of rational transportation reform. The de- 
fenders of the railroads, have been assuming 
that the. object was to regulate modes of 
doing business, to limit charges, and to sub- 
stitute the authority of the State and the 
fixed requirements of law for the discretion 
of managers and the liberty of conforming 
the conduct of business to exigencies as 
they arise. What is really proposed 
as practical measures is the establish- 
ment in the State and in the Nation of com- 
missions whose function shall be to super- 
vise the working of railroads and secure the 
enforcement of laws relating to them and 
the prevention of: such discriminations as 
favor one man or one locality at the expense 
of another and work practical injustice 
among the people. Precisely what and how 
much legislation is needed can only be 
known after a beginning has _ been 
made and the proper agency is set 
at work for bringing the great sys- 
tem of railroad transportation into practical 
relations with the State. What the begin- 
ning should be is pretty clear, and it is only 
by taking the first steps that we shall be 
able to see our way to the next. First of all 
we should have the official connection be- 
tween public authority and the railroads 
established by means of commissions, and 
these should be made an effective agency 
for preparing the way to a definite and set- 
tled policy adapted to secure all the rights 
and interests of the public without interfer- 
ing with those which justly belong to rail- 
road corporations, 


WHO WAS DEFEATED IN OHIO? 


If Mr. Booxwa.tTer, late candidate for 
Governor in Ohio, reads the Democratic 
newspapers, he must be much more deeply 
chagrined and mortified by their comments 
than he possibly could have been by his 
defeat at the polls. Nothing can more 
strikingly illustrate the insincerity of politics 
than the attitude now assumed toward Mr. 
BookwaLTER and the sudden fury with 
which Democratic journals turn upon 
the man who was so lately their can- 
didate. There were two or three Dem- 
ocratic newspapers in Ohio’ which, 
coldly accepted BookKWALTER’s nomination; 
and one or two openly refused to support 
him. But the Democratic press of the 
country, outside of his own State, enthu- 
siastically advocated his election and de-; 


nounced as false and libelous all state-: 


ments reflecting upon the manner in which. 
he obtained his nomination. It was re- 
peatedly declared by Republican newspapers 
and correspondents that BookWALTER’s 


free use of money in the Democratic con-/ 


vention, and nothing else, secured for him 


the votes by which he was finally nominat- 
ed. Of the truth of this allegation, we 
must profess ignorance. But it is noticeable 
that, now that the contest is over, Demo- 


cratic newspapers revive the charge, which, 


before the election, they denied with much 
indignation. 


But, among the offensive things now flung 
at the head of the defeated candidate, there 
is none so silly and ill-timed as the charge 
that BooKWALTER is only a Republican, 


after all, and that his defeat is not the de- 


feat of the party that nominated him. This 


is no new discovery. If BookwALTER’s 
Republicanism, such as it is, did not stand 
in the way of his being nominated, it should 
have had no effect in the canvass. He 


was a good enough Democrat until 


after the election. His repudiation now by 


those who nominated him, and who threw 
up their caps for him while his money was 
flowing freely for the campaign expenses, is 
weak and childish. BookwaLTER was not 


defeated as a Republican. If he had been 


elected, his success would have been 
claimed as a great Democratic  vic- 
tory. It is only fair that the De- 


mocracy of Ohio should be compelled 
to acknowledge that they, as well as Boox- 


WALTER, have been defeated at the polls. 
PLAIsTED, of Maine, was never known as a 
Democrat before the Democracy of that 
State accepted him as their candidate for 
Governor. He was a Republican Green- 
backer, seeking in the Democratic camp the 
honors denied him by his former associates. 


_Xet. his election was hailed as a triumph for 


the Democracy, and Gen. Hancock tele- 
graphed to him acongratulatory message, 
glorifying the ‘‘ Democratic victory.”’ 

If it is true that BookwaLTErR’s Demoe- 
racy is less than one year old, nobody should 
have known this better than the Democratic 
managers in Ohio. If itis true, these gen- 
tlemen undoubtedly did know it, and they 
expected to gain votes by the device em- 
ployed when he was made their candidate. 
It cannot be expected that Republicans should 
go about the country warning all parties 
not to trust or harbor, on their account, any 
fugitive Republican who is presumed to 
have gone over into another camp. The 
schcmers who receive and flatter the rene- 
gade are wholly responsible forhim. And 
it is ‘'unmanly for these, when defeat and 
disappointment have come upon them, to 
accuse their candidate and lament the folly 
of his nomination. The Democratic Party 
is so utterly destitute of moral ideas 
and principles that availability in any 
candidate is the only personal characteristic 
which they closely scan. GREELEY’s nom- 
ination, in 1872, was a good illustration of 
the truth of this remark. Never was there 
&@ more insincere political trick. And yet, 
the political antecedents of BookwaLTER 
were just as well known to the Democrats 
of Ohio as GREELEY’s were to the Demo- 
crats of the United States. In each case the 
candidate was hailed with acclamations be- 
fore election, and was covered with obloquy 
after the election. 


In this manner certain heathen are said to 
flatter their idols with praises and offerings 
before going to war, and to cast down the 
disgraced deities and deride them with kicks 
and abuse, when returning from a bootless 
,and disastrous foray. BooKWALTER may 
‘moralize sadly upon the fleeting char- 
‘acter of political popularity. But yester- 
day he was praised as the banner-bearer of 
‘the Ohio Democracy. That eminent father 
‘in the Democratic faith, Mr. Samurn J. 
"TILDEN, took him into his confidence and 
‘lent him his cordial support. Now he is 
‘cast off as ‘‘ only a Republican,’’ a private 
tin the ranks who has somehow managed to 
push himself into the place of a com- 
‘mander. This is the state of man 
—when he intrigues for a Democratic 
nomination. He may be nominated (as 
Bookwauter was) for his long purse and 
‘reputed liberality. No matter; although 
he shall lavish his money like water, and 
‘enrich a hungry following with his pelf, his 
-defeat is the signal for an assault upon him 
from his own political associates. Some- 
‘*how, the Democrats, who had figured out a 
Democratic victory in Ohio, have failed to 
read the lesson of that election. It was the 
Democracy, not BoOKWALTER, that suffered 
a great defeat in Ohio. 


THE PRESIDENTIAL SUCCESSION. 

The death of President GARFIELD and the 
accession to the chief magistracy of Vice- 
President Artuur, combined with the 
changes made in the Presidency of the 
Senate, very naturally excite public atten- 
tion to what may be called the Presidential 

uccession. Happily, complications like the 
present have not been frequent in our his- 
tory. At any rate, parties in the Senate 
‘have not usually been so nicely balanced 
that the death of the President and the con- 
sequent promotion of the Vice-President 
have caused much commotion among parti- 
san politicians. For this reason, probably, 
our people have not familiarized themselves 
with the possible results which may flow 
from the removal of the chief magistrate, 
or with the methods by which, under 
the Constitution and the laws, vacancies 
in the Presidential office must be filled. 
Upon one point, especially, the popular 
notion is wholly wrong. It is a common 
error to refer to the President of the Senate 
pro tempore as a constitutional officer, 
and sometimes as ‘‘acting Vice-President.”’ 
Furthermore, many veople seem to think 
that, in case of the death, or removal, of the 
President and Vice-President, the President 
-of the Senate, should there be cone, would 
be the acting President of the United States, 
and would serve out the quadrennial term of 
the oflice. 

In the first place, confusion has arisen in 
the minds of some persons on account of the 
common usage of the title, ‘‘ President of 
the Senate.’’ The Constitution (Article I, 
section 8,) provides that ‘‘the Vice-Presi- 
dent of the United States shall be President 
of the Senate.”? But it is not customary to 
refer to the Vice-President as President of 
the Senate. He is known by the title of the 
office to which he was elected by the people. 
The person occupying the chair of the pre- 
siding officer of the Senate is addressed as 


“Mr, President,’ whether he be the 


Vice-President of the United States, the 
President of the Senate pro tempore, or 
a Senator calied to occupy the chair for 
an hour, or a few minutes. When we say 


“the President of the Senate,’ we usually 


mean to designate by that title the Senator 


chosen to act as presiding officer in the 
absence of the Vice-President. To be 
strictly accurate, one should give the title in 
full, and refer to the officer as ‘‘ the Presi- 


dent pro tempore of the Senate,’”” The Con- 


stitution gives the Senate power to choose 


such an officer, and the rules of the Senate 


provide that the President of the Senate pro 
tempore may designate any Senator to occupy 
the chair during one day’s sitting of the 
Senate, or less, but such substitution cannot 


extend beyond an adjournment. 


The temporary character of the Presi- 
dency of the Senate, when filled by a Sena- 
tor, is fixed beyond dispute. The incum- 
bent is merely a Senator called to exercise 
the duties of the Chair ‘‘for the time.’’ In 


1876, after much debate, the Senate adopted 


three resolutions, summarized as follows: 


First, that the tenure of a President pro 
tempore does not expire at the meeting of 
Congress after the first recess, the Vice- 
President not having appeared to take the 


chair; second, that the death, of the 


Vice-President does not have the effect 


to vacate the office of the President 
pro tempore; third, that the office of 
President pro tempore is held at the pleasure 
of the Senate. The President of the Sen- 


ate, chosen from the body of Senators, does 
not become acting Vice-President of the 
United States in case of the Vice-President’s 
death, removal, or promotion to the Presi- 
dency. He remains a Senator temporarily 
in the chair, liable to be displaced whenever 
the Senate pleases, and exercising his proper 
functions as Senator as to voting, making 


speeches, and serving on committees, none 
of which functions is allowed to the Vice- 
President, except that of voting when the 
Senate is equally divided. 

As the office of Vice-President of the 
United States derives its chief significance 
from the fact that that functionary may, in 
a certain contingency, be President of the 
United States, so the office of President of the 
Senate pro tempore acquires special impor- 
tance when the Vice-Presidency has become 
vacant from any cause. The Constitution 
says that Congress may provide by law for 
the case of removal, death, resignation, or 
inability both of President and Vice-Presi- 
dent, declaring what officer shall act as 
President. Congress, accordingly, enacted, 
in 1792, the only statute which provides for 
the contingencies above referred to. The law 
declares that ‘in case of removal, death, 
resignation, orinability of both the President 
and Vice-President of the United States, the 
President of the Senate, or, if there is none, 
then the Speaker of the House, for the time 
being, shall act as President until the disa- 
bility is removed or a President elected.’’ 
The remaining sections of the act specify 
the forms to be observed in calling a new 
election, the most important being that 
which requires a notification of the vacan- 
cies to be served on the Governors of the 
States by the Secretary of the United 
States, specifying when the new Presidential 
Electors shall be chosen. 

As we have shown, the President of the 
Senate may be removed at any time at the 
pleasure of the Senate. In no case does ha 
cease to be a Senator. But should he be- 
come acting President of the United States, 
it is obvious that he must at once pass be- 
yond the reach of the Senate. For several 
months, at least, pending proceedings to 
elect a President, he must discharge the du- 
ties of President of the United States. It 
may be presumed that his place in the Sen- 
ate is made vacant by his 
tion to the Executive chair. But no 
provision is made for filling that va- 
cancy. If Mr. ARTHUR should die and Mr. 
Davis, as President of the Senate, should 
become acting President of the United 
States, and should not formally notify the 
Governor of Illinois that he had resigned 
his seat, could the Legislature of Illinois, 
in consideration of the fact that the seat 
had been vacated, proceed to choose his suc- 
cessor? A contingency like this, let us hope, 
is very remote, but this and similar minor 
difficulties in the way of adjusting the de- 
tails of the Presidential succession, show 
the need of additional legislation upon the 
subject.

THE CLOCK DISHASE. 

It is natural that a man should take a 
warm interest in his watch; that he should 
palliate or deny its faults, and ascribe to it 
an accuracy which it rarely possesses. This 
regard for one’s own watch is essentially the 
same passion as love for one’s country. A 
man is a patriot not because his native land 
is better than any other land, but because it 
is his native land. He loves his watch not 
because it is necessarily a good waich, but 
because it is his personal property. Which 


| passion is the stronger—love of country or 


love of watch—only a bold man would ven- 
ture to decide. 

The habit of wearing a watch has its dis- 
advantages, though they are of no great con- 
sequence. If a man has a really good watch 
he is apt to exhibit his pride in a rather 
oppressive way, and to become unpleasantly 
self-righteous. He invariably convinces 
himself that the accuracy of his watch is 
something that is greatly to his credit, and 
that it renders him morally better than other 
men. By some curious process he comes to 
consider the accuracy of his watch as one of 
his own moral qualities, ranking at least as 
high as honesty or veracity. Thus, he never 
replies, when asked what is the time, ‘‘ My 
watch says that it is 9 o’clock,”’ or what- 
ever the hour may be, but his invariable 
answer is, ‘“‘I am 9 There 
can be no doubt that the watch owner really 
looks upon his watch as one of his bodily 
organs, and he resents any imputation that 
may be made upon it as testily as he would 
resent the suggestion that his lungs are dis- 
eased or that his Jiver is out of order. 

These results of watch-wearing are trivial 
in comparison with the painful and some- 
times terrible results that follow too great 
familiarity with clocks. The existence of a 
well-defined disease, named by its discoverer, 
Dr. Charles T. Mendax, ‘‘morbus horolo- 
geus,”’ has recently been demonstrated, and 
its origin and nature thoroughly defined. 
It seems strange that the watch should be 
comparatively harmless in its effects, while 
a clock, which is a machine of essentially 


the same nature, should produce a painful 
and dangerous disease, but we are com- 
pelled to yield to the force of Dr. Mendax’s 
reasoning, and to admit the deleterious 
fiuence of clocks. 

The first symptom of the clock disease 


is a desire on the part of the patient to pro- 


vide himself with an unnecessary quantity 
of clocks. It will not do to say that the 
disease originates in an excess of clocks, for 
this first symptom manifests itself prior to 


the buying by the patient of his second 
clock, and his subsequent prodigality in 
clocks is purely symptomatic. Usually he 
buys three or four clocks within the first 
six months of his attack, and within a year 
he provides every room in his house with its 
especial clock. Thus far the one symptom 


which has manifested itself is regarded by 


all who know the afilicted man as harmless, 


or, at worst, merely as a piece of childish 
extravagance. When, however, he has 
beught all the clocks that his house will 
readily hold, the virulence of the disease 


rapidly increases. 


The unfortunate man soon begins to try 


to make all his clocks keep exact time. Of 
course, this is impossible, but in his diseased 
state he does not recognize the impossibility. 
He fancies that if he sets-the parlor clock 
back a little, and puts the hands of the 


spare-room clock forward, and shortens the 


pendulum of the dining-room clock, he can 
secure unanimity among them. His con- 
stant failures do not discourage him, but 
only induce him to give more time and at- 


tention to his clocks. Heis constantly send- 
ing this or that clock to the watch-maker’s 
to be cleaned, and he spends hours 
in wandering from room to room testing his 
clocks, and trying to regulate them. In this 
vain pursuit he neglects his business and de- 
prives himself of sleep. His temper next 


hegins to suffer... He becomes irritable aud

will tolerate on the part of his family or 
friends no allusions to the bad qualities of 
any of his clocks. No matter in what he 
may be engaged, the striking of a clock will 
instantly cause him to jump up and run to 
regulate a delinquent time-piece. The day 
comes when either the miserable man sinks 
into a profound melancholy and takes to his 
bed, never again to leave it, or his friends 
are compelled to remove him as a hopeless 
lunatic to an insane asylum. 

Such is the clock disease. It is induced, 
according to Dr. Mendax, by the regular 
and monotonous ticking of the ordinary 
clock. This sound exercises a peculiar and 
injurious influence upon the nerves, and 
through the nerves upon the brain. Thus, 
while the clock disease often produces 
hopeless insanity, it is not primarily 
a brain disease, but belongs to that 
great family of nervous diseases which 
are the curse of our country and the despair 
of doctors. The remedy is, of course, the 
complete isolation of the patient from 
clocks, and a course of medical treatment 
adapted to soothe and strengthen the nerves. 
It is probable that in its early stages the dis- 
ease can be cured by skillful treatment, but 
when once the patient has bought half a 
dozen clocks and lived for a month or two 
in their presence, his radical cure is very 
nearly hopeless. 


To-day, unless some unlooked-for obstacle 
shail meantime arise to prevent, the steamer Cevlon 
will start from Southampton on a pleasure cruise, 
destined to be of world-wide interest, and to rank 
as a social enterprise of unprecedented magni- 
tude. A party of English gentlemen of note and 
means, recently purchased the steamer from 
the Peninsular and Oriental Company and fitted 
her out expressly fora tour through European and 
American waters, in which sbe will stop at no less 
than forty-fourdifferent ports, and make in the 
voyage acircuit of the globe. The voyage 1s de- 
signed to occupy nine months, and the condition 
of jeining the ranks of the voyagers was 
made the payment of £500, The arrange- 
ments for this unusual excursion were 
perfected by Sir Epwarp J. Reep, K. C. B. 
end member of Parliament, and the vessel 
is under the command of Capt. R. D. Lungaam, and 
has on board a surgeon of experience and profes- 
sional standing. The steamer is fitted in luxurious 
style, and has on board a ladies’ boudoir and recep- 
tion apartment, and a gentlemen's card, smoking, 
and club-room. Everything, in short, has been 
done to give to the trip the sociable, comfortable, 
and enjoyable character of a private yachting 
party on a cruise. Some exclusiveness has also 
been exercised, with that object in view, in the ac- 
ceptance of the applications of those desirous of 
taking partin the voyage. The party will make 
their first stop at Bordeaux, and after six months 
sailing they are expected to reach San Francisco. 
The intermediate stations will include Gibraltar, 
Naples, Constantinople, Alexandria, Bombay, 
Hong Kong, Valparaiso, Buenos Ayres, Teneriffe, 
and Madeira. The project was suggested, it ap- 
pears, by the enjoyment derived by the pleasure 
of the arpund-the-world voyages of Sir THomas 
Brassey and his family in the Sunbeam and the re- 
markably rapid cruise recently made by Mr. InmAN. 
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It is aremarkable fact that the most unsuc- 
eessful rulers of England have, with scarcely an 
exception, been the most pious and conscientious. 
“Bloody” Mary was as conscientious a Catholic 
as any ono in her dominions, and grilled Prot- 
estants from the supremest sense of duty; 
Cuaruss I., undoubtedly a religious man, pro- 
duced the great rebellion, and his people 
groaned under him, while they laughed under his 
reprobate son, CHarues II., and revolted again 
under his pious priest-ridden brother JAmzs, whom 
CHARLES very justly assured, when JAMES cau- 
tioned him against assassination, ‘* Depend on it, 
James, thev’li never kill meto make you King.”’ 
Coming down to later times, we have another 
deeply pious and conscientious failure, GzorcE 
Ill. The other three Grorezs had notin their 
whole bodies as much conscience as he in his little 
finger. But what a mess he made of sover- 
eignty! So far as damage to the _ inter- 
est of his country went, he was fifty 
times worse than his profligate first born. 
Wine and women and freaks of extravagance onthe 
part ofa Prince but little affect the Interest of a 
coupti y, whereas a conscientious blunderer with an 
itching palm for political dabbling can well-nigh 
ruin it, And the third Grorce nearly did so. Every 
fresh light thrown on the history of his period goes 
more and more to prove how his finger spoiled the 
pies. Itis curious to reflect that at this very mo- 
ment our papers are fullest of two events in which 
we trace the action of his hand, now motionless for 
81 years. Wemean Yorktown andIreland. He 
lost America to England. He kept Ireland on the 
boil. Mr. Parnetu’s arrest on Thursday was a re- 
sult of Grores IIl.’s cCuscienee. Pitt early rec- 
ognized the paramount necessity of emancipation, 
just as clearly as did O’ConNELL, and foresaw the 
result of withholding it, but the King finally threat- 
ened to go mad if the subject was broached 
again. It was a thousand pities he did not 
do so. One of the funniest delusions 
current in Ireland is that the country 
was in a state of bliss during the period of 
its Parliamentary independence. As a matter of 
fact, the Roman Catholics were justly fuming with 
discontent under penal laws exciuding them from 


' all Parliamentary representation, while the Pres- 


byterians, as angry on other grounds, were actively 
engaged in the North in organizing as “ United 
Irishmen” and fomenting the movement which, 
ultimately permeating the country, culminated on 
Vinegar Hill in that year of horrors, 1798. In fact, 
the only reason why the English Government then 
interfered was because matters were so hopeless 
and they could not see any possible means, with 


the King’s exasperating conscience in the way, of 


reforming the Irish Parliament, and thought that 
it was, therefore, the lesser of two evils to bribe it 
out of existence. But for the King some measure of 
emancipation might have been brought about 
which would have made the House of Commons 
something more than representative of the small 


Protestant minority, which in Munster and Con- 


naught was about three Protestants to fourteen 
Catholics. Were a Parliament on College Green re- 
vived to-morrow. it would, whatever its defects, 
have a fifty times better chance of being what it 
ought to be than it had 80 years ago.

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MR. BARRETT. 

Mr. Lawrence Barrett’s engagement at the 
Fifth-Avenue Theatre will end this evening. Dur. 
ing the present week it has been sufficiently pres- 
perous, and it has been throughout interestingand 
instructive. ‘* Yorick’s Love,’’ which was seen on 
Wednesday evening, and which attracted a large 
audience at that time, will be given again this after- 
noon. Mr. Barrett’s performance in this beautiful 
play, though marred by mannerisms to which it is 
impossible to adjust the taste and the iatelligence, 
has a fine intelleetual fervor and a genuine in- 
tensity that make it at moments profoundly real. 
There isa deep, irresistible earnestness in all of 
Mr. Barrett’s acting; there are alse in it good 
qualities of heart and head. In the two plays 
which were presented on Thursday evening—* The 
Merchant of Venice” and “David Garrick’’—Mr, 
Barrett’s merit and limitations were well contrast- 
edand illustrated. His David Garrick {s an inter- 
esting performance; it is graceful, sincere, natu- 
ral, and tender; its jocularity is somewhat forced, 
but as an essentially serious treatment of the part 
it is consistent and dramatic. It was noticed, in 
this performance of “David Garrick,” that 
Mr. Barrett's voice—a voice of considerable 
range, power, and rich quality—was more effective 
than on other occasions—a fact which should not 
be lost upon Mr. Barrett himself. His tragic de- 
livery—as heard, for instance, in ‘*The Merchant 
of Venice”’—tends constantly to sing-song, affected 
emphasis, drawling, and dragging pauses. It ig 
singular that an actor whose readings show true 
insight and mental cultivation should persist in a 
fashion of utterance that is false and barbarous, 


The elocution of all our tragic players is something 


over which it is not possikle to grow enthusiastic; 
but Mr. Barrett's elocution—if the word can be 
rightly used here—is, at itsiworst, particularly dis- 
agreeable. Yet, as already stated, he reads with a 
bright intelligence, and his natural voice has musi- 
cal depth and arare quality of strength. In some 


respects Mr. Barrett’s performancein “The Mer- 


chant of Venice” {s notably good. Asa concep 


tion it is truer than Mr. Booth’s, though {t errs in 
making mere passion too large a part of Shylock’s 
dominant emotion—which is that of a dull, deep, 
obstinate race prejudiee and race hatred. It 
should be mentioned that Br. Louis James gave 
an excellence performance of Bassanio in this 


play; and that, in “David Garrick,” the natural 


and exuberant drollery of Mr. Charles Pirunkett 


helped to brighten the humor of this always popu- 
larcomedy. Mr. Barrett was seen last night as 
Cassius—a remarkable impersonation—and he will 
repeat this to-night.

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MAKING UP HIS COUNTY TICKET 

710 SUIT HIS BRNEMIES. 

COUNTY DEMOCRACY SUGGEST JOBN 
M’KEON FOR DISTRICT ATTORNEY AND 
HE IS NOMINATED —MR. EELLY LEC- 
NURES THE NEWSPAPERS—AN ATTACK 
ON THE BAR ASSOCIATION. 

The Tammany Hall Democrats, to the num- 
ber of about 1,300 or more, gathered inthe Four- 
teenth-street wigwam yesterday afternoon, andin 
County Convention nominated John MeKeon for 
District Attorney, listened to a long speech 
by John Kelly, abused the State Con- 
vention, and resolyed to support the State 
ticket nominated at Albany, and per- 
mitted some unnecessary and violent abuse of 
the Bar Association for its attempt to secure clean 
and reputable candidates for the judicial nomina- 
tions. Incidentally, Mr. Purroy, who has a repu- 
tation for being a “‘a hard hitter in conventions,” 
appeared asthe defender of the Bar Association. 
It should bo stated, preliminary to an ac- 
count of the farce enacted in nominat- 
jag John McKeon, that the Tammany Demo- 
crats had decided upon nominating A. 
3. Vanderpoel for District Attorney. He had 
been prevailed upon to intimate his willingness to 
take tbe nomination, and the Tammany men re- 
garded him as by far the strongest man they could 
find for the place. To their surprise they discoy- 
ered that the County Democracy would not ap- 
prove the nomination if made, and it may be ac- 
cepted as a mark of Tammany’s respect for the 
County Democracy that Kelly's men decided to 
drop their choice. On Thursday night, it 
Is said, Gen. Daniel FE. Sickles was 
Bent as a& committea from the County 
Democracy to break to Mr. Vanderpoel, 
in the gentlest manner possible, the news that the 
County Democracy could not nominate him, and 
to intimate that Tammany would be willing to 
nominate John McKeon, and that the County 
Democracy were prepared to approve that nomina- 
tion. The matter was again talked over yesterday 
in the Mayor's office, when several County Democ- 
racy leaders had an understanding with some Tam- 
many men, who promised to undertake to secure 
McKeon’s nemination. The Tammany Commit- 
tee on Organization met yesterday after- 
noon, before the hour for holding the 
convention, when  kselly’s well-oiled ma- 
chine was arranged to carry out the programme 
dictated by the hated County Democracy. It was 
decided that McKeon should be nominated, witha 
show of liberty to all the districts in presenting his 
name, and that then the convention should ad- 
journ to afford an opportunity for consultation and 
perhaps further concession by Tammany Hall. 

The convention was to meet at 8 o'clock. Before 
that hour the street in front of Tammany Hall was 
filled with a decidedly rough crowd of persons, 
who certainly were not professional men nor 
laborers nor capitalists, nor anything very prepos- 
sessing as they were exhibited in the bright Octo- 
ber sunlight of publicity. When the hall was 
opened, and the throng found its way up stairs, 
\ittle ** Abe’? Hummell and the gigantic “Tom” 
Brennan occupied seats together in the front row. 
Some distance behind them was Fire Commissioner 
Porroy. Further back was ex-Police Justice P. G. 
Duffy. At one side was Gen. F. B. Spinola and 
Commissioner Smith E. Lane. while on the other 
were Fire Commissioner Gorman, ex-County Clerk 
Gumbleton, and the 1,200 who were delegates to 
the convention. It was not until 3:30 that John 
Kelly came upon the stage, unaccompanied, and 
after the applause which greeted him had sub- 
sided and before Gen. Spinola had taken his hat 
pif, the Boss helped himself to a glass of water, 
and then proceeded to speak alittle piece. “*At 
the last meeting of the General Committee,” he 
paid, ‘‘Isaid to the members present that J could 
not see how it was possible for the Democratio 
convention: which assembled on the 4th of this 
monthin the city of Albany to exclude the dele- 
gates reguiarly elected from each of the Assembly 
districts to represent it.”” He had found out, how- 
ever, that there was a pretermination on the 
part of those who organized the convention to 
make Tammany the contestants instead of the 
regular sitting members. “It is hard te change 
the tide,” said he. “That’s an impossibility. 
Tides are regulated by nature, and it’s 
bard for these gentlemen, whether assisied by 
the press or not, to make the people believe 
that the County Democracy, a bandful of men do 
not represent the Democratic voters of the County.” 
He then condemned the course of the convention 
toward Tammany, and said of -the County Democ- 
racy that “if. you conld believe what they said 
they represent the largest number of the Demo- 
cratic Party, that this organization is a 
mere faction and had no_ constituency 
behind it.”” That would answer, he thought, for 
people who had prejudged the case. He went on 
tt some length to discuss the merits of Tammany’s 
jlaim to regularity, and declared that no party 
sould sustain itself when such despicable means as 
those used by the State Committee were resorted 
to to obtain political power. “No matter how 
formidable they may be in numbers, when 
such means are_ resorted to the party 
will’ be dissevered and split in twain.” He 
intimated that the convention would not be 
Bble to control the independent men. Some 
members of the Tammany organization had argued 
shat they ought not to go to the convention, as the 
case was made up. Others had argued that if they 
did not go it would be an admission of guilt. “I 
was one of the persons who agreed with the latter 

roposition.”” They went to the convention and 
met the issue, ‘‘and these men considered whether 
§t would be proper to admit contestants to 
seats on the floor. There was sense for you! 
Such nonsense and such _ proceedings un- 
doubtedly arouse the indignation of every man, 
no matter how inferior he may be in this com- 
munity.” Mr. Kelly intimated that the Municipal 
election would show Tammany’s superiority in 
numbers, and in such a way as to make the gentle- 
— who decided against Tammany ashamed for 
ife. 

** Shall we desert the candidates nominated by 
that convention?” asked Mr. Kelly. “No,” re- 
Fponded one Celegate, while others shouted ‘* Yes” 
nod “Part of them.” ‘“‘Isay no!’’ yery emphati- 
cally and seriously announced the Loss, as he 
went on to explain that there was a 
principle below the surface, and to make 
B little speech about pure Jeffersonian De- 
mocracy. Men might behave bad in parties, 
because it is innate in some natures to behave 
badly. Wesometimes see it so badly that it dis- 
gustsus. These men may behave badly, but they 
can't alienate us from the Democratic Party. We 
say, Let the convention go. It has placed candi- 
dates in the field. We know very little about them, 
atleastI do. Thatisimmaterial. We know that 
they are the candidates of the party, and in 
opposition to the candidates of the Repub- 
lican Party—and we look upon them as the 
standard-bearers of the Democratic Party 
of the State.” Mr. Kelly then went on to 
praise the Tammany Democracy for its rec- 
ord in the financial department, obviously enough 
meaning his own administration, and repeated his 
oft-told tale about the reduction of the tax rate. 
He cautioned the convention to be exceedingly 
careful about the candidates they nominated 
for Senators, Assemblymen, Aldermen, and 
other offices, and to see to it that their oppo- 
nents were notin position to assail any one 
presented to the people for their suffrages. 
Unfortunately they had not been careful, and 
he spoke bitterly of Tammany men who had 
been nominated and elected, and had then sold 
themselves. “It is not a common rumor,” said he, 
* buta fact that four men elected by Tammany Hal! 
sold themselves like sheep at the skammels for a 
little money.’”’ [Hisses.} He feared areturn of 
the state of things that existed in 1861. 
fie compared his own administration with 
what now existing, presenting the tax rate 
»f to-day as compared with that when he was 
Jontrolier, and appealed to his hearers to know 
whether people were not prejudiced. He again 
rautioned them not to nominate men whom they 
would have to defend. He complained that Tam- 
many had been “‘lied about” all over the land for 
defeating Hancock. “If men would only investi- 
gate this matter they would see as clearly as the 
noonday sun who was guilty of these infamous 
gcts.”” The papers of the City had represented 
that he had made bargains with Republicans. 
**Once tor all, if any man in this convention, in. 
his State, or in the United States, knows that J 
have been guilty in having any combination with 
the Republican Party, I will ask that man to come 
forward, and not by mere assertions’’—{Here the 
speaker was interrupted by vociferous appiause 
and three cheers for John Kelly.] 

The unique part of Mr. Kelly's speech was about 
to come. When the applause had subsided, he 
wenton: “It’s all very well for gentlemen who 
bave control of newspapers to maké statements 
and repeat them when they know they are not 
true. Now, gentlemen of the press, and you re- 
porters of the press, (looking down at the report- 
ers before him] you are as sensitive in your charac- 
ters as other men, and you ought to be as careful 
in reporting in the papers aS any honest man would 
In making a statement, and when you are not 
pareful you are deserving of the same cor- 
femnation that any other liar would be. 
There are high-minded men on the press, yet they 
will resort to most despicable means in_justifica- 
tion of their vindictiveness. This is unfair. h 
pewspaper is the only vehicle by which the people 
can obtain Information. It isnot to be supposed 
that a man Jiving at the Battery can find out what 
is going on in Harlem uniess he sees it in the 
newspapers or a_ letter is written to him. 
A lie makes a man infamous. When a 
man takes from you your character and spreads 
Bn untruth over the community, and no matter 
what effort he may make, the truth is never able 
to catch the lie. No doubt many peopie will be- 
lieve that this convention is one of the most des- 

erate character. Let the reporters get up and 

Ook at it.” Mr, Kelly looked hard at Mr. Purroy 
and ex-Alderman Hall, and then at Commissioner 
Lane and Dr. Nagle, and went.on: “Are there any 
murderers here? Are there any thieves here? 
Don’t they jook respectable? Yet, there is no 
doubt in my mind that after the reporters leave here 
they will be compelled by the line of policy marked 
out by their employers to put down a different 
state of facts than exist here.” [Terrific applause 
from the convention. | 

His address concluded, Mr. Kelly introduced Mr. 
P. H. Dugro, & young mar who spent ayear in the 
Legislature without becoming known, and who was 
last year elected to Congress. Mr. Dugro was 
made the temporary Chairman, and after thank- 
{ng the convention for the henor conferred upon 
bim and stating the ousiness for which it had 
been called, Secretaries were chosen. Mr. 
Kelly took a seat in the front row of the 
convention, next to Mr. A. J. Requier, and the 
Assembly districts were called. As _ each. was 
named the leader of the district handed up the

were used up in calling the roll of delegates, and 
when it was declared complete Committees on Reso- 
lutions and Permanent Oorganization, consisting of 
one delegate from each Assembly district, were 
named. Mr. Randolph R. Martine offered a resolu- 
tion of sympathy with Parnell. which was adopted 
unanimously by a rising vote, after Mr. John G. 
Boyd had asked that the resolution be telegraphed 
to Parneliin his prison cell, as an assurance that 
his tellow-countrymen in Tammany Hall were his 
champions in this country. A recess was 
then taken. It was not until 5:30 o’clock 
that .We convention was called to order 
& second time. Mr. R. B. Martine, “a 
good man wnao weighs 250 pounds,” and who 
hae two hats stolen from him at Albany by fellow- 
Democrats and reformers, was made permanent 
Chairman, and escorted to the platform by Mr. 
Kelly and Mr. Purroy. The speech was short and 
without feature. The list of Vice-Presidents in- 
cluded ex-Judge Albert Cardozo. Mr. Kelly an- 
nounced that the Committee on Resolutions had 
requested that William F. Howe read 
the. report from the platform. The _ro- 
port consisted of a long preamble, 
condemning the packed State Convention and its 
work as a triumph over Democratic principles, 
spoke of the men who ran it as having been plot- 
ting treason all over the State for months, declared 
that evil counsels were at work, characterized the, 
work of the convention as a stupendous criminal 
mistake, justified the Kelly bolt of 1879, and con- 
cluded with the following inconsistent resolution: 

Resolved, That the Democrats of Tammany Hal! will 
support the ticket nominated at Albany, although the 
choice of a packed convention, and that no effort will 
be lacking on the part of this organization, although 
not consulted in the choice of candidates, to elect it. 

Mr. Maurice F. Holahan made a loud and very 
acid speech about the convention, and the report 
was adopted. A motion to go into nomination for 
District Attorney having been made, Mr. Kelly, 
who knew that the Committee on Organization 
had decided that John McKeon should be the can- 
didate, asked that everybody be allowed to present 
his own candidate. The roll was called for presen- 
tations, and Mr. P. E. Duffy led off with a speech, 
in a sepulchral tone of voice, in which He 
named John McKeon, and casting the vote 
of the First District, excitedly called for McKeon’s 
nomination by acclamation. Mr. Kelly very 
promptly stopped this motion. The roll-call pro- 
ceeded, and all the districts except the Ninth and 
Twenty-third, which named R. B. Martine, nomi- 
nated John McKeon. The Chair very modestly 
declined to be a candidate. The roll was again 
called, and John McKeon received 1,255 votes for 
candidate for District Attorney, and was declared 
the nominee of Tammany Hall. 

A bombshell was exploded in the wigwam when 
Michael H. Quinlan, an innocent and spectacled 
young delegate from the Sixth District, offered a 
resolution calling for a committee of ten on judi- 
cial nominations, to consider the fitness of eandi- 
dates for judicial nominations, and to confer with 
the Bar Association for the selection of such per- 
sons as may be deemed proper. Mr. Grady had an 
amendment ready calling for a conference com- 
taittee to consult with other organizations as to the 
remaining nominations. Mr. Kelly, just as Gen. 
Spinola offered a substitute similar in ef- 
fect to that of Grady, rose and announced 
that Irving Hall had appointed a com- 
mittee of conference, and presented a letter con- 
veying the notice of Irving Hall’s action. Mr. Kelly 
asked fora vote on Mr. Quinlan’s motion, and a 
delegate {n the back of the hall moved that it be 
tabled. Mr. Spinola then spoke vehemently against 
the Bar Association and the resolution, calling the 
sar Association a misehief-making body, at whose 
head were two notorious violators of the law, rob- 
bers of the widow and orphan. Mr. Purroy, stirred 
by the asperity of Mr. Spinola, earnestly suggested 
the unwisdom of antagonizing the Bar Association, 
which he believed had done some good. Gen. 
Spinola retorted that it was one-half or two-thirds 
Republican, and he dia not propose to submit Tam- 
many’s candidates to ‘a parcel of unscrupulous 
Republieans.”” One delegate thought such a 
course would be an exhibition of moral cowardice, 
and Purroy again came to the defense of the Bar 
Association. If the resolution was rejected, it 
would cast a stigma on their candidates. 
Again Spinola ‘blazed away.” He asked 
if Tammany Hall was willing to sub- 
mit its candidates to the notorious 
Noah Davis, Wheeler H. Peckham, Peter B. ee 
and Edward Mitchell. He was especially severe in 
criticising Peter Bb. Olney, and then asserted that 
the Bar Association was meddlesome, reaching out 
and interfering with things it had no business with. 
He referred bitterly to the efforts of the assoolia- 
tion, and particularly of Charles F. MacLean, to 
have the County officials removed, and did not be- 
lieve that opposition to the resolution would *‘ lose 
them a vote.”’ 

Mr. Kelly stepped in, seeing that the discussion 
was hot, and submitted a letter of Everett P. 
Wheeler on the subject, a copy of the letter hav- 
ing been sent to all political organizations. He 
explained its purpose in such a way that Mr. Quin- 
lan’s motion was adopted, Spinola and a crowd 
about him voting **No’’ very loudly. The Chair 
appointed as the committee Messrs. Purroy, Re- 
qguier, Harnett, Clancey, Sigergon, Van Wyck, 
Gumbleton, Ingrabam, McGowan, and Quiniau, 
but as Mr.Quinlan pleaded youth and inexperience, 
Mr. W. F. Howe was chosen in his place. 

A resolution calling for the naming of a confer- 
ence committee of 24 was adopted, the Assembiy 
districts each selected arepresentative, and the 
eonvention, having appointed Messrs. Howe, 
Dodge, Coman, O’ Donohue, and Sauer a committee 
to notify Mr. McKeon of his nomination, at 7:30, 
adjourned until next Tuesday afternoon at 4 
o’clock.

INDORSING THE STATE TICKKT—RESOLU- 
TIONS AS TO LOCAL OFFICES. 

The Republican Central Club, of which Mr. 
Sheridan Shook is President, held a special meeting 
last evening in Clarendon Hall, at which there was 
a large attendance. As soon as the meeting was 
called to order, ex-Judge Dittenhoefer presented, 
on behalf of the Executive Committee, a resolution 
indorsing the Republican State ticket, and pledging 
the organization to use its influence to secure a 
Republican victory. A second resolution declared 
it to be the sense of the Central Club that each 


district organization should “‘actin the matter of 
the nomination and election of Senators. ongemg 
men, District Aldermen, and District Judges as in 
the judgment of members of each district club is 
best in the interests of the people, supporting only 
such candidates as are fit for the offices for which 
they have been nominated. A third resolution 
provided forthe appointment of a committee of 
one from each Assembly district, to be named by 
the Chairman, “for the purppse of considering 
what action the organization should take on County 
nominations,” and authorizing said committee “to 
confer for that purpose with any Republican and 
all existing pelitical organizations.”’ Almost before 
these resolutions had been read Mr. J. H. McKin- 
ley, a big man with a big voice, was on his feet 
loudly objecting that they meant exactly the kind 
of machine raje the club was organized to oppose. 
He was particularly opposed to allowing anybody 
to make any “deals” with any party or faction 

and talked and shouted until trouble seemed 
imminent. Then ex-Judge Dittenhoefer took the 
fioer and spoke in favor of the resolutions. They 
were bound tosupport the State ticket as good 
Republicans, he urged, although the State Conven- 
tion might or might not have acted rightly. Ina 
State Convention where the independent Republi- 
cans had 120 majority it was bad management, to 
say the least, he contended, to let the resolution to 
reorganize the party in ‘this County go over until 1 
o'clock in the morning.

EVENTS IN THE METROPOLIS 
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SMUGGLERS FALL INTO A TRAP. 
HOW CUSTOM-HOUSK OFFICERS BECURED A 
LARGE NUMBER OF CIGARS. 

The Custom-house officers on the lookout for 
smuggling have recently been closely watching the 
movements of certain vessels arriving at this port, 
and at midnight of Wednesday made a “haul” 
which to no inconsiderable extent repaid them for 
their extra activity. The Havana line steamer the 
City of Washington anchored off Quarantine, early 
on Wednesday evening, tc remain there over night. 
Special Officers S. D. Cronk and M. J. Harrigan de- 
termined to closely watch her, and when darkness 
setin they rowed off toward the vessel in a small 
boat. Fortnree or four hours or more they were 


tossed about on the waves, discovering nothing out 
of the usual order of things, but just before midnight 
their patient watch was rewarded. The steamer’s 
stern light was raised and waved five times in 
quick succession. The officers pulled to the steam- 
er. Harrigan handled the oars and sat with his 
back to the vessel, while Cronk forced his slouch 
hat well down over his face, and further disguised 
himself by tying a large handkerchief over the top 
of his head and down under his chin, asif_ to hold 
his hat onin the wind. When they reached the ves- 
sel a voice from overhead said, in half- 
suppressed tones, “Pull away and come 
back in 15 minutes.” They followed in- 
structions without a word and were soon a half- 
mile or more distant. The 15 minutes soon 
elapsed and then the light was waved again, this 
time over the vessel's side. The small boat again 
pulled up beside the steamer. The voice overhead 
was heard again. ‘Allright; here goes,” and 
down into the boat fell a bag at the end of a stout 
rope. The rope was loosened and another bag fol- 
lowed, then another and another, till five in all had 
been cast down. ‘“ That's all,’’ called out the 
voice, and the boat hurried out toward shore, to 
turn as soon as darkness hid its track and make 
way tothe hospital ship. That reached the bags 
were opened and Havana cigars to the number of 
7,900 were discovered, ali nicely packed in pretty 
boxes. The seizure was made known yesterday at 
the Custom-house, and an agent of the steam-ship 
Jine was soon on hand for particulars, and was not 
a little surprised when he learned the story of the 
interesting way in which the smugglers on his ves- 
sel had overreached themselves and made delivery 
to Government officers instead of to confederates. 
The cigars have not been appraised yet, but an ex- 
amination proves that many are of extra brands. 
The steamer will probably have to pay a heavy 
fine, there being no evidence as to the indentity of 
of the persons who threw the cigars overboard.

AMERICAN PLATED SILVERWARE. 
A MOVEMENT TO SECURE ITS ADMISSION TO 
THE FRENCH MARKETS, 

The manufacturers of plated silverware in 
this country have beguna movement to secure 
the admission of their products to France, from 
which country they have been excluded by law up 
to the present time. The commercial treaties be- 
tween the United States and France make no pro- 
vision for the export of plated ware to the latter 
republic, and the result is that, while this ware is 
admitted from England and other countries, the 
American product is expressly prohibited by law 
from entering France upon any terms. The leader 
of the movement to secure a new treaty is Charles 
Casper, President of the Meriden Silver Plate Com- 


pany, of Meriden, Conn. In speaking of the sub- 
sors toa Times reperter yesterday, Mr. Casper 
said: 

** When I was in Paris, three years ago, I was 
surprised to find that our American silver-plated 
goods could not be admitted even to be placed on 
exhibition at the World’s Fair. I thought it some- 
what absurd that our productions should be ex- 
eluded from any civilized country, but I had no 
remedy. There was no treaty which included in 
its provisions the admission of these goods to 
France, and there was a special law prohibiting 
theirimport. The manufacture of silver-plated 
ware has become one of the leading industries of 
the United States. In Meriden it is the great in- 
dustry, over $5,000,000 worth of these goods being 
produeed there annually. Iemploy over 500 men 
in one factory alone, and the production of these 
goodsinthe United States amounts to at least 
$20,000,000 annually. I see no reason why we 
should not be allowed to make a market in 
France if we can do so, and I believe that 
we can if this unjust discrimination against 
us is removed. There is no reason why it 
should not be removed, and I believe that if Con- 
gress will only take the matter in hand we can 
easily make a treaty with France admitting our 
goods te her ports. Let her put whatever protec- 
tive tariff she pleases upon them. All that we ask 
is to have the absolute prohibition removed, so 
that we oan have a fair chance to compete with 
England and other countries in the French mar- 
ket. The prohibition now is so strictly enforced 
that when Tiffany & Co. sent over a solid silver 
set, with one plated tray, the silver was passed and 
the tray was rejected. I amdrawing up a petition 
to Congress on the subject, which will be signed 
by all the leading manufacturers of the country 
and presented by Senator Piatt, of Connecticut, 
and I believe that we shall sueceed in securing a 
treaty which will be satisfactory.” 

Mr. Charles T. Cook, of the firm of Tiffany & Co., 
said that he was surprised that the silver-plate 
manufacturers had not taken some action in the 
matter before now. If the prohibition were re- 
moved by the French Government, Mr. Cook 
thought that a good market might be created in 
France forthe lower grades of work, but in the 
finer grades, the French themselves did some ex- 
cellent work. Tiffany & Co., he said, had occa- 
sionally sent a piece of plated ware to France 
with solid silver sets, and foratime these pieces 


were allowed to pass, but lately so much trouble. 


had been made about the matter that they had 
given up asking any courtesies of the Government. 
The prohibition is absolute, and the only way to re- 
move itis by means of a treaty between the two 


nations. 
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DON’T FAIL TO REGISTER. 
THE 8TATE AND COUNTY OFFICERS TO BE 
_ CHOSEN AT THE COMING ELECTION. 
* The general election for this year will take 


place on Tuesday, Ney. 8. The State offices to be- 


filled are those of Secretary ot State, Contrcller, 
Treasurer, Attorney-General, State Engineer and 
Surveyor, and Associate Justice of the Court of 
Appeals. Representatives in Congress will be 
chosen from the Ninth and Eleventh Congres- 
sional Districts. There are also to be elect- 
‘ed in this County 24 members of Assem- 
bly, 6 Senators,:a District Attorney, 2 Justices 
of the Marine Court, a Coroner, and 9 
Justices of District Courts, one in each of the dis- 


tricts from the First tothe Ninth, inclusive. Six-: 


teen district Aldermen and six at large are also to 
be chosen.

OCTOBER GALES. 
BAD WEATHER ENCOUNTERED BY OCEAN 
VESSELS. 


Heavy gales on the Atlantic are reported by 
the incoming steam-ships. The State of Florida, of 
the State Line, from Glasgow, met with stormy 
weather during the greater portion of the voyage. 
She sailed on Sept. 380, and: called at Larne 
on the following day. On the day after 
the Irish coast had been left behind a 
gale sprang up from the westward. The 
sea became heavy and the steamer was obliged to 
plunge into the huge waves which opposed her. 


The decks were flooded, and as the vessel steamed 
along the _ ay at times woulda be driven over the 
emoke-stack. One gale followed another, and on 
the 9th the tempest was terrific. Vast vol- 
umes of water rolled over the decks, which 
were almoat constantly submerged. The passen- 
fers were obliged to remain below. On Tuesday 
ast the storm began to abate, and the steamer 
rode the seas more easily. On Wednesday a large 
quantity of lumber was passed drifting about in 
the water, but no wreck was in sight. The steamer 
Abyssinia, of the Guion Line, from Liverpool, left 
on the Ist, and after passing clear of the Channel a 
series of westerly gales set in and continued 
for eight days. The seas ran very high, 
and at times broke over the decks. A 
woman in the steerage died of prostration 
during the latter part. of the voyage. In addition 
to the severe gales met with by the Clty of Paris, 
of the Inman Line, which arrived from Liverpool 
Thursday evening, that vessel broke one of her 
iston-rods when near the Banks of Newfoundland. 
his obliged ber to proceed slowly, and she arrived 
considerably overdue. The steam-ship Scandina- 
via, from Leghorn, met witha violent gale from 
south-south-east in midocean. High seas swept 
over the decks during the storm, which continued 
for several hours. The bark Glacier, from Wil- 
mington, was caught in a severe north-easterly gale 
off Cape Hatteras, and was obliged to lie to for 27 
hours. Capt. Dye, of the bark Mirella, from Ham- 
burg, reports that on Sept. 21 one of the sailors fell 
from the maintonsail yard to the deck and was in- 
stantly killed. His remains were buried at sea.

WAS HE MURDERED? 

The steam lighter A. Mills, with a cargo, ar- 
rived Wednesday evening at the Long Island Rail- 
road dock, Hunter’s Point. Henry Ursius remained 
on deck to watch during the night, while the rest 
of the crew retired to their bunks.

morning Ursius was ‘missing, and his cap was found 
on deck. This was regarded as very strange, as he 
was a man of steady habits, and had always per- 
formed his duty faithfully. The first thought was 
that he had either fallen or was thrown overboard, 
and the work af grappling for his body was begun. 
The persons engaged in this work were rewarded 
by recovering the body ofthe missing man Thurs- 
day night.

MISCELLANEOUS CITY NEWS 
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SUPPOSED TO BE SETTLED. 
WHE BLEVATED RAILROAD LITIGATION DRB- 
CLARED YO BE AT AN END. 
| Mr J ay Gould was on hand at Delmonieco’s 
Broadway establishment yesterday promptly at 
noon, and not less punctual were the other ele- 
vated railroad magnates. President Cyrus W. 
Field, of the New-York Company, and his commit- 
tee; President Russell Sage, of the Metropolitan, 
and his committee, and President R. B. Gallaway, 
pf the Manhattan, and his committee, came in a 
body, and for an hour or more their conference 
wert on in an upperparior. Mr. Cyrus W. Field 
presented the articles of settlement, of which a syn- 
opsis was given in Tue Times of yesterday, and the 
discussion was wholly upon the terms there stated, 


which were the outcome of private consultations 
between Mr. Gould and Mr. Field favoring, as far 
BS possible, the interests of both. When the con- 
ference ended there had been made afew minor 
and virtually unimportant modifications. As 
amended, the plan of settlement favored by the 
rom mittees calis for the immediate discontinu- 
rancw of all pending and prospective litigation; the 
Burroncer of all claims against the Manhattan held 
by the lessor companies; thé cancelation of claims 
bela by the Manhattan for the $13,000,000 of gratis 
bonds received and placed upon the market 
by ‘the’Metropolitan and the New-York; the con- 
inuance of entire control and management 
by the Manhattan. The, terms announced 
were, first, that the Manhattan shall pay in cash 
Bnd at Once to the New-York Company the inter- 
pst due on its bonds last July—about $300,000—and 
its dividends due July 1, $162,500, and Oct. 1, 
$162,500. For the frture the New-York Company 
shall receive 6 per cent. out of the earnings of the 
tombined roads, to be cumulative. That Is, if 6 
per cent. should not be earned in any one year the 
shortage shall be made up out of the earnings of 
following years, and in every event the New-York 
Company to be preferred to the extent of the 6 
ber ceit,, its dividends to be received quarterly. 
So far everything in the conference went along 
Bmoothiy. But there was an interesting discussion 
when theclaims of the Metropolitan came up for 
consideration. It was proposed in the Gculd-Field 
agreement that the Metropolitan should receive 4 
per cent. after the preferred claims of 6 per cent. 
to the New-York Company had been allowed, pro- 
vided that that 4 per cent. should have been earned 
by the Metropolitan above taxes, expense of oper- 

ting. &c., this 4 per cent. to be non-cumulative. 

he Metropolitan, it was proposed, should receive 
Irom tlie Manhattan, in cash, the unpaid interest 
on bor.ds due last July. Mr. S. F. Kneeland, it was 
said, vigorously opposed these terms, dwelling 
Epon the bright future ahead of the Metropolitan. 

r. Kaeeland directed himself particularly to Mr. 
José F. de Navarro, whom, it was reported, he ac- 
sused of unloading 5,000 shares of Metropolitan 
npon him at 120. ‘** You are mistaken,” is said to 
have been the latter gentleman’s response, “it was 
at 124, and the opinions of a man who will pay any 
such rate for stock earning notning I hardly think 
Bre entitlea to much regard here. You see, the 
rest of us do not do such things,”’ and the great 
men of Wall-street all laughed. Mr. Kneeland 
claimed that the Metropolitan’s prospective value 
Was greater than that of the New-York Company, 
and that it should be allowed to come in upon 
Bimilar terms. 

As to Manhattan, there were one or two slight 
modifications from the original plans decided upon. 
As at-tirst arranged it was to have 4 per cent. out 
of the combined earnings after the payment of the 
other companies’ claims. Any surplus existing 
after ‘these allotments to be divided equally, in- 
Btead-of pro rata, asat first planned. Such were tke 
terms favored by the conference at adjournment. 
So faras they related to the New-York Company 
they were at once ratified by all three committees, 
and to that extent the settlement was complete. 
But the Metropolitan people hesitated, and on 
account of that road and the Manhattan the con- 
ference was convened again during the afternoon. 
A sub-agreement was virtually adopted, by the 
‘terms of which the Metropolitan is to relinquish 
all claims to its proportion in the earnings, if any, 
above the New-York 6 per cent., its own 4 per 
cent., and the Manhattan’s 4 per cent., in return 
for which the Manhattan agrees to allow it 6 per 
vent. out of its own earningsif such earnings will 
bear that assessment, any surpinsto be thrown into 
Reommon pooland divided between the Manhat- 
tan and the New: York only, one-third to the latter 
and two-thirds (including the Metropolitan’s share) 
so the Manhattan. 

Long after business honrs last night a meeting of 
e representatives of the three companies was 

eld in the law office of Dorsheimer, Bacon & Deyo, 
and certain details were further discussed. Mr. 
Washington E. Connor appeared in the interest of 
Mr. Jay Gould. President Russell Sage, President 
Cyrus W. Field. and President Robert B. Gallaway 
were allon hand, and each was accompanied by 
legal advisers. Attheclose of the conference all 
denied that any further action of importance had 
been taken. 

Judge Westbrook was notified last night that all 
Mitigation in the railroad cases was at an end, and 
steps will be at once taken for the formal with- 
drawal of all pending suits. Judge Dillon, one of 
the Receivers of the Manhattan, expressed himself 
Celighted that a final settlement has been arranged. 
It was stated semi-authoritatively last night that,ex- 
cept in the Board of Direetors, Mr. Gould proposes 
to meke no marked changes in the Manhattan man- 
agement. Mr. Gallaway, according to present 
plans, is billeted for a continuance in the Presi- 
dency. Mr. Russell Sage said yesterday afternoon 
that the dismissal of the Receivers of Manhattan 
andthe issuing of the several releases and other 
necessary matters “ will be attended to with all 
decent speed.” 
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DR... HOLLAND'S FUNERAL. 
SERVICES* AT THE BRICK PRESEYTERIAN 
CHURCH YESTERDAY. 

The funeral services of the late Dr. Josiah 
Gilbert Holiand took place yesterday afternoon at 
the family residence No. 46 Park-avenue. A very 
large number of the friends of the deceased were 
present. ‘The obsequies were conducted by the 
Rev. Llewellyn D. Bevan, Pastor of the Brick Pres- 


byterlan Church on Fifth-avenue, where the de- 
seased worshiped. Dr. Bevan was assisted by the 
Rev. Dr. Murray, the former Pastor of the church. 
fhe-services consisted of prayers and readings 
trom the holy Scriptures. There were no pall- 
bearers. The casket which contained the remains 
of the dead author was placed before the mantel 
in the large front drawing-room of the house, and 
the face was exposed to view. Upon the lid of the 
pasket were arranged flowers. A wreath of gladioli 
lay ob the cover, and toward the foot tendrils of 
vines with yellow roses trailedto the floor. At the 
foot of the coffin stood across of dark ivy witha 
wreath of white and yellow roses hung over its 
arms. On the mantel stood a wreath of roses, 
end a duplicate of the cross and circlet stood 
upon the piano at the other end of the room. On 
the stand in the hall were scattered ivy and roses. 
Dr. Murray began the services by reading: I am 
the Resurrection and the Life,” and the hymn 
** Jesus, lover of my soul,” which was then sung by 
Bquartet of male voices. Ashort prayer wasthen 
offered, in which, among other things, Dr. Murray 
paid an earnest tribute to Dr. Holland’s goodness 
and purity of purpose. He said that the deceased 
would have a long immortality upon earth through 
the characters which his life and example had built 
op, and bythe good influences which he had al- 
ways exercised on thoseabout him. After the 
prayer the hymn “My Jesus, as Thou wilt’ was 
sung by the quartet.

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DOOMED TO DISAPPOINTMENT. ' 
THE CONTENTS OF MR. MORRELL’S SAFE 

NEARLY ALL DESTROYED. 

Soon after 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon the 
attempt to move the safe in the Morrell warehouse 
from the mass of rubbish in which it waslying was 
abandoned, and the doors were forced by the 
workmen. Mr. Morrell, who was standing near at 
the time with the safe men, who had hoped that 
the huge iron receptacle of the books and papers 
had successfully withstood the flames, was 
doomed to disappointment, for when the doors 
were flung back all that met their gaze was a mass 


of cinders, which, when exposed to the air, threw 
fortha cloud of smoke and steam, for not only 
were nearly all of the books and papers s0 
burned as to fall to ashes at the touch, 
but as the few packages and books that could be 
lifted were taken from‘ their receptacle they ap- 
peared to be, in part at least, water-soaked. How 
much they were wet while in the safe can hardly 
be stated, for water was used immediately after 
the opening to prevent the possibility of any 
further burning of such books or papers as might 
be partially saved. Several small packages came 
out intact, apparently not scorched sufficiently to 
materially damage them, but the bindings of the 
account-books, receipt-books, &., were destroyed, 
and the leaves were more or less burned about the 
edges, so that when those engaged in the removal 
of these precious documents tried to separate 
them they found it almost impossible to do so. 
There may be enough of these record books left to 
assist Mr. Morrell in ascertaining the extent of his 
losses, but this is wholly a matter of speculation, 
according to the statement of his representatives, 
and the actual loss sustained by depositors may re- 
main as much of amystery as itis at the present 
time. The destruction of these records leaves the 
only way of ascertaining the losers and their losses 
with depositors themselves, who can assist in such 
&@ compilation by the presentation of their storage 
receipts. In addition to the book and accounts 
Mr. Morrell had Jodged in his safe private papers 
and securities of considerable value, many of 
which cannot be replaced. 

The needless destruction of articles that had es- 
caped injury by the fire by the men engaged in dig- 
ging out the safe on Thursday was prevented yes- 
terday by Mr. Morrell’s men, who kept a careful 
watch and saved everything of any possible value 
that was exhumed. Several small ,bronzes, a num- 
ber of small articles of china and glass ware, and 
many books, not sufficiently burned to materially 
injure the print itself, and a considerable quantity 
of clothing and linen were picked from the débris 
and carefully stored by Mr. Morrell’s men, to whose 
credit it must in justice be stated was in 
no ways due the seemingly reckless destruction 
of property on Thursday. By instruction from Mr. 
Morrell reporters were denied admission to the 
ruins yesterday by the fire patrol on duty, anda 
considerable reticence was maintained throughout 
the day in relation to any work that was in prog- 
ress, this being probably due to the fact that be- 
cause of the publication in Tar Times numbers of 
peeple visited the ruins to see that any property of 
theirs that micht have escaped entire destruction 
was not needlessly farther injured by the work- 
men. Such precaution on their part was, however, 
unnecessary. 

Bricklayers yesterday began the work of rebuild- 
ing the wall of the burned stable on the Thirty- 
second-street side, and this will be pushed forward 
as rapidly as possible, such portions of the walls as 
remain standing in a pertectly safe con- 
dition being used as a base for the new 
walls. Nothing has as yet been done toward 
cleaning out the main portion of .the 
stable, as there js still enough smoldering fire 
there to prevent laborers from working there. As 
a consequenee, the stench that arises is something 
that is almost intolerable and a source of great an- 
noyance to peoplé living in the vicinity or stopping 
at the Park-Avenue Hotel. 

No attempt was yesterday made to reach Mr. 
Morrell’s safety deposit vaults, but, if it is possible, 
work in this direction wil! be prosecuted to-day, 
so that the vaults may be opened early in the com- 
ing week. 

Messrs. Cornwall and Benjamin, two members 
ofthe Insurance Patrol, last evening discovered 
aman of about 80 years of age trying to escape 
from the ruins with h copper tank such as is used 
on ranges. They gave chase, and the thief dropped 
the property and made good his eseape. The small 
iron safe in the interior of Mr. Morrell’s safe, which 
holds his securities and money, was not opened 
last night, but will be to-day. 

Among the losers by the burning of Morrell’s 
warehouse was the venerable Rey. Dr. Stephen 
H. Tyng. Having sold his house in the City his 
valuable library, furniture, china, glassware, and 
all other house-furnishing goods were stored fora 
few weeks in the warehouse to await his purchase 
of a new residence. As the storage was to be but 
for a short time, the insurance was not transferred. 
and his loss is total, and is especially felt by him 
because of associations connected with many 
of the articles. One of Dr. Tyng’s soms had alsoa 
large amount of valuables property stored there to 
remain during his absence abroad, 
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A BUSINESS MAN MISSING. 
UNACCOUNTABLE DISAPPEARANCE OF MR. 
RAPHAEL A, SCHONEMAN. 


Friends of Mr. Raphael Augustus Schone- 
man, a young merchant of this City, called on In- 
spector Murray, at Police Head-quarters, yester- 
day, and reported his mysterious disappearance. 
Mr. Schoneman is a member of the firm of James 
Thompson & Co., dealers in twines and mosquito 
nettings at No. 86 Leonard-street, and lived with 
his wife’s parents at Fort Washington. On Mon- 


day afternoon, at about 3 o'clock, he left his office 
in Leonard-street, intending to take the 4 o’clock 
train from the Grand Central Depot for Boston, 
where he was to transact some business for the 
firm, and was expected to return to this City on 
Tuesday night. He did not return as expected, 
and as neither his business associates nor his wife 
heard anything from him they became alarmed for 
his safety and instituted search forhim. Thus far 
their efforts have apt fruitless. They have not 
been able to find the slightest trace of him from the 
time he left his office to go to the depot. They have 
telegraphed and written to friends and business 
acquaintances in Boston, and have been informed 
that Schoneman has not been seeninthatcity. A 
photograph of the missing man was shown yester- 
day to the attachés of the Grand Central Depot and 
the conductors on the Boston trains which left this 
City on aoe ae sf evening, but they did not remem- 
ber the originul as among their passengers. When 
Mr. Schoneman left his home on Monday morning 
he spoke to his wife abouta flying trip to Boston, 
and promised to write to her immediately upon his 
arrival, but she has received no communication 
from him and is naturally in great grief 
at her  husband’s unaccountable absence. 
The friends of the missing man are at a loss to ao- 
count for his disappearance. They say that his 
domestic relations were of the happiest nature. 
He was devotedly attached to his wife and child 
and was very regular and domestic in his habits. 
His business is prosperous and there is absolutely 
no reason for his absence that suggests itself to the 
minds of his friends. Failing in their efforts to 
find him they applied to the Police for assist- 
ance. They fear that some accident has be- 
fallen him or that he has been foully 
dealt with. A general alarm was yesterday 
afternoon sent to allthe Police stations in this City, 
directing that search be made for the missing man. 
He is described as 38 years of age, 5 feet 8 inches in 
height, and weighing probably 165 pounds, His com- 
plexion is florid, his nose and mouth are promi- 
nent, light hair, sligntly gray, and he wore a blonde 
mustache. When he left his office he wore a gold 
watch and chain, attached to which was a locket 
containing a picture of his child, and is not be- 
lieved to have had more than $50 in money with

THE GUTTENBERG MURDER. 


KENKOWSKI UNDER CROSS-EXAMINATION BY 
THE PROSECUTING ATTORNEY, 
* Kenkowski, who is charged with the murder 
of Mina Muller, was under examination all day 
yesterday in the court-room on Jersey City Heights. 
It was close on to noon before ex-Judge Hoffman, 
his counsel, had completed the direct examination 
of his client. Asked to explain why he had re- 
moved the trunks from Scherer’s, he said that it 
was at the instance of Mrs. Muller. She had asked 
him to take them to a more private place becayise 
she did not care to have her whereabouts kno®/n. 


It was at her request, too, that he had put the 
name Joseph Reyman on them. After he had re- 
moved the trunks to Charles-street he took them 
to his home because his wife would not give him 
money to pay the rent for them at Charles-street. 
After the trunks had been taken to his home he 
opened them to sell the crockery that was in them. 
Mina Muller had told him to do that. 

“Why did you put Reyman’s name on the 
trunks?” asked ex-Judge Hoffman. ‘I suppose 
that he may be cautioned about uot saying what 
Mrs. Muller told him.” 

“It is not necessary,” retorted Judge Knapp. 
* He is too intelligent to need the caution.” 

He was subjected toa searching cross-examina- 
tion. He said then that it was Regina Herdtfiedter 
who opened the trunks when he took her to his 
rooms on Charles-street. Mrs. Clifford had paid 
him $5 for part of the crockery he had got from 
the trunks. He had not paid the rent out of that 
because he wanted to a it till Mina and himself 
reached Chicago. How, then, had he paid for the 
transportation of thetrunks? Out of a two-dollar 
balance from moneys his wife bad given him to pay 
the rent with. Why hadn't he paid the $2 storage 
charge out of that? Well, he made up his mind 
that he had now enough in the house in which his 
wife lived to keep them. He told his wife that they 
belonged to a servant girl employed where he was 
engaged who had gone to Chicago. 

In another place he testified that Mrs. Muller had 
given him the bedding that went with her trunks to 
Scherer’s. After he had denied that the conversa- 
tion that Mrs. Scherer testitied to had.passed be- 
tween him and Mina Muller, he was asked to re- 
tell the story of Mina’s proposal that he marry her. 
It was mace in a saloon near Scherer’s. 

“Did you want to marry her?” asked the Prose- 
eutor, He answered ‘* No.” 

‘Did you leve her!” ‘* Yes—so.” 

**What do you mean by ‘So’ ?”’ 

‘*She gave me whatever I wanted and paid me.” 

** Why did you consent to marry her?” 

*“* Because she taiked it into mo and sald nothing 
would come of it; I might give an assumed name."

Then he testified 
that he slept in Mrs. Muller’s rooms—all the time 
on the lounge—that she paid him for it and his wife 
got the money, and afterward denied categorical- 
ly that onthe day of the murder he haa made 
love to Regina Sachs, and every incident of her 
story in that connection.
